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No Hooky: Parents, Policies Raise Attendant Jates 



Most Parents Have 
High Expectations For 
Their Children; Kids Want 
To Go To School

Stressing the impoftance of py 
ing to school everyday has obvi- 
ously had an effect ^on Virginia 
Beach's 70,000 students. 

Attendance is up this year, re- 
portedly as a result of more parents 
having high expectations for their 
children. 

K^hpsville High School, under 
the direction of principal Charles 
Caldwell, has led all Virginia Beach 
high schools in attendance for 11 
years. Caldwell attributes the 
school's success to being located in 
a stable community wh^e parents 



want their children to go to school. 

"We put a lot of emphasis on at- 
tendance. We have a strict atten- 
dance policy as far as in-school 
skippers are concerned. This helps," 
he said. 

Although Providence Elementary 
School had the highest attendance 
record overall for last year, Rose- 
monl Forest Elementary is in the 
lead so far this year. Principal Bar- 
bara Toncray also said that the par- 
ents recognize the need for atten- 
dance. 

"We live in an area where parents 
have clear goals and expectations 
for their children. They're aware that 
part of achieving that is going to 
school,*' she said. 

Toncray said, however, that the 
children share their parents' 
expectations and are self-motivated, 
have strong self-esteem and are in- 
volved in their education.

About a year ago, Alva Johnson, 
Ph.D., was driving to work when 
he fell asleep at the wheel, ran off 
the road and plowed down several 
sign posu. 

Luckily, he wasn't seriously in- 
jured. 

Johnson did not doze off because 
he was tired; he had just had a long 
night's sleep. He found out later 
that his bouts of sleepiness 
stemmed from a serious sleeping 
disoder. 

"I had heard about it. but I didn't 
think I had it so severe," he said. "I 
said uh-oh, this is serious business. 
I stopped driving until I had an 
evaluation." 

Johnson is not the only Virginia 
Beach resident with the same pn4>- 
lem. According to Dr. Bruce John- 
son, medical director of Virginia 
Beach General Hospital's skep lab- 
oratory, three to five percent of the 
city's population suffer from sleqh 
ing disorders, although only one to 
two percent require clinical treat- 
ment. 

"There's a huge number of peq}le 
out there who have it but are not 
aware of it," he said. "Others may 
think there's something going on, 
but don't know that there's ther- 



apy." 

Those people who don't know 
they suffer from a disorder also 
don't realize that the problems may 
have a major impact on their qual- 
ity of life. Sleeping disorders are 
potentially serious, Bruce Johnson 
said, and may cause medical prob- 
lems and occasionally be life- 
threatening, i 

'The general public is at risk for 
these guys to be out there," he said. 

When Johnson realized his prob- 
lem, he contacted Bruce Johnson for 
a medical evaluation. He then vis- 
ited the sleep lab where he was 
tested for sleep apnea, the most 
common of the disorders. 

JcAnson was told to report to the 
1^ one hour before his normal bed 
time for a polysomnogram. The 
[HTKedure is carried out by attaching 
electrodes to various parts of the 
body to measure brain activities, 
blood oxygen levels, breathing ef- 
fort and heart activity. He slept in a 
private, comfortable furnished 
"bedroom" while the tests were be- 
mgdone. 

Bruce Johnson diagnosed 
Johnson as having sleep apnea, 
which occurs most often in adult 
males, some who are overweight or 
soon often. 

Sleep apnea is a disorder in 
which one actually stops breathing 
many times during the night. The 
result is excessive daytime sleepi- 
ness, as in Johnson's case, and 
serious cardiac irregularities due to

"I'm proud of myself," said 
Melinda Waters, a 22-year-old 
Kempsville resident. "This is the 
first year 1 actually kept down all 
my Chrisunas meals." 

By "kept (town," Waters (not her 
real, name) means she did not throw 
her meals up. Waters is recovoing 
from bulimia, an eating di«xder in 
which symptoms such as fasting, 
hinging and purging are manifest 

According to the American 
Anorexia/Bulimia Association 
(A ABA), six percent of women 
have bulimia, and one to two per- 
cent have anorexia, also an eating 
disorder most notably characterized 
by self starvation. 

This indicates that an e^mated 



12.000 female Virginia Beach resi- 
dents are bulimic (what one with 
bulimia is called), and 600 are 
anorexk (likewise), considering that 
the city's population is close to 
400,000 and assuming half of its 
residents ve female. 

Some males also have these eat- 
ing disorders, but this is not nearly 
as common among them as it is 
among females, according to an 
AABA spokeswoman. 

Holidays tend to be an extra 
tough time for those so afflicted, 
noted Dr. Kathy Bowen- Woodward, 
a clinical psychologist specializing 
in women's issues who has worked 
with many eating disorder patients. 

"With the holiday season, some 
are having to work extra hard to 
lake care of themselves in healthy 
ways, rather than resorting to their 
eating disordered habits." said 
Bowen- Woodward, who works with 
Crc»s Hembree and Associates at 
2940 North Lynnhaven Parkway - 
suiie^OO. 

WMers. is one such person. At 
age IS. Waters became anorexic. 



school system's pupil personnel 
services, said that several factors 
lead to good school attendance. 

"Some is tied in to where the 
kids are located, the socioeconomic 
aspect of the locale and the 
expectations parents have of ihev 
youngsters." he said. I 

Attendance has also incrased 
since the system's attendance p(4icy 
was adopted in 198S. The policy 
states Uiat if a student misses 31 or 
more days in a course in one year, 
he will fail the course. Since then, 
he said, attendance has gone up one 
percent and is still holdine steady. 

"That policy encourages kids to 
come to school. Which kids it en- 
coiu:ages. I don't know," he said. 

The policy clearly is not encoor- 
aging studenu at Cooke Eleaien- 
tary, Plaza Junior High or Gren 
Run High School, which had the 
lowest attendance record ovendl taot 
year. 



Green Run principal Jerry 
Deviney said that some of his stu- 
dents aren't coming to school be- 
cause it's not a high priority for 
them or their parents. But, he has 
plans to change their way of think- 
ing. 

"We've got to do a selling job on 
getting kids to school. It's probably 
our number one problem here," he 
said. 

Deviney said diat there are cur- 
rently attendance jHugrams in the 
works. Among them is imple- 
menting a consecutive absence 
notification, where after five con- 
secutive absences, the school makes 
an attempt to contact the student. 

Green Run also plan^ to publi- 
cize the school's daily attendance 
percentage and encourage school 
spirit. The school's Student Coun- 
cil Association has expressed inter- 
est in becoming involved by offer- 
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dangerously low blood oxygen lev- 
els. 

Johnson's had been experiencing 
drowsiness in the morning and of- 
ten felt the need to take a nap. But, 
at night he slept well, but was 
aroused often because of difficulty 
in breathing. 

Bruce Johnson said that sleep 
apnea patients stop breathing at 
night but usually don't even realize 
it. Oftentimes, he said, a blockage 
in die throat causes the tongue to 
fall back, narrowing the airway. 



"In my case. I'd had a long his- 
tory of strong snoring. The vibra- 
tion in my throat caused a muscular 
deterioration in the oral canal," said 
Johnson. "It's an anatomical prob- 
lem; a wear and tear process." 

Once Johnson was diagnosed, 
Bruce Johnson prescribed a r^pira- 
tor to help Johnson breathe at 
night. The machine generates air 
pressure and exerts it so it splints 
open the airway so it can't collapse. 
According to Bruce Johnson, onlv

starving herself from 1 10 pounds to 
65. She was hospitalized, and once 
she increased her weight to what 
was deemed healthy and seemed to 
be functioning normally, she said 
she was sent home. 

"It might have seemed like that 
was the end of it," said Waters, a 
recent college graduate who is cur- 
rend y waiu^sing, but who plans 
on attending graduate school for 
physical therapy in the fall, "JMit it 
was only the beginning." 

Waters' weight did not make such 
a plunge again, but rather than 
simply starving herself, she began

throwing up after she felt she had 
overeaten. 

"I'm not quite sure what got me 
started with that." she said, "but 
oiKx 1 started, 1 just couldn't stop." 

Bowen-Woodward said it it 
common for anorexics to some- 
times later become bulimic. 

Waters who said she has not 
miKle herself throw up in close to 
six months, said she would "eat and 
eat," sometimes consuming just 
normal meals or snacks and at other 
times, gallons of ice cream, cook- 
ie, potato chips and anything else

May Be Hazardous To Health 

Nobody enjoys listening to a snorer all night. Once the per- 
son beside you, or sometimes even in the room next to you, 
begins to snore, there's no chance oi falling asleep. 

Some people snore when they have a cold or after they've 
been drinking. But some people can't help it. Snoring can be a 
part of a serious sloping disorder that may go undetected un- 
less a test is done. " 

Snoring isn't the only sign of having a sleep disorder. Day- 
time drowsiness, insomnia, and the desire to always want to 
take naps are also clues. 'They may sound petty, but serious 
medical problems can arise if the pn^lems worsen. 

TTiere is a sleep disorder center at Virginia Beach General 
Hospital diat assists physicians in the diagnosis and treatment 
of sleep-related disorders and in the evaluation of impotency. 
The sleep lab tests patients by measuring braiii activities, blood 
oxygen levels and heart activity. Results of the test are evalu- 
ated and sent to the patient's physician. 

The cost of the evaluation varies acconiing to the nature of 
the problem. Reimbursement by health insurance may be avail- 
able. It's important that those people who have sleeping prob- 
lems get them checked out. Many people ffle unaware that dis- 
turbed sleep can be treated. - K.L.D. '

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The waves from the restless sea 
dqnsit s^d on the shore. In ^ormy 
weather it takes it back again. We are 
all quite faniliar with this [ffocess. 

What many people do not realize 
is that there are almost always litt(»al 
currents in the ocean, moving along 
the shwe, that keq) pushing the sand 
a littte fartho- akmg the shore. Each 
time it is moved in and out by the 
waves. If conditims are right, the 
ocean stowly builds a sand (x gravel 
bar between headlands, and across 
the ocean end of drowned valleys and 
rivers and the entrances to hatore. 

It is the bane of mariners who for centuries have had to wait for high tide K) 
clear the bar in entering and leaving some harbors. In the past, more than a few 
harbors have suffered economic oblivion because the bar has built up so much, 
that modem, deeper draft ships can no longer use the harbor. Sailing vessels' 
ports on the Albermal sound in Nonh Carolina suffered this fate in the last 
century. 

To ixevent this from happening, thanks lo modem technology, many harbors 
are kept open by dredging. This is how the channels entering Chesapeake Bay 
are kept opcn^An even more ancient method has been lo build a jeuy or groin 
out into the^cean, on one side, to trap the sand and keep it from silting up the 
enu-ance. When enough sand builds up in the trap behind the jetty, it eventually 
is deposited out into deep water by wave action. In some cases the sand 
eventually starts to build up a bar at the end of the jetty. The jetty is then either 
extended further or dredging is started to keep the chminel clear. 

There is one very serious drawback to the construction of jetties. Since thi 
sand that would nmnally have moved across the entrance to the harbor is novi 
carried way out to deep water it does not return farther down the shore. The 
result is usually serious erosion of tlw shore on the far side of the harbor 
enu-ance. The Navy, for example, experienced severe erosion of the shore tt 
Point Magu in California after a jetty was built at Port Heneme. It is also'the 
reason groins do not work to prevent shore erosion, unless a smes of groins are 
built at intervals along the entire beach to be protected. 

Closer to home it will be very interesting to see what will ha|)pen when the 
proposed jetty is built to keep North C!arolina's Oregon inlet open. Will it cause 
serious erosion farther down the shore, that will then require further expensive 
protective projects? 

Still closer to home, what about our own jetties at Rudee Inlet? Hasn't 
anyone ever considered that these jetties are probably the main cause of beach 
erosion in the resort area? Have we been pouring millions down the drain in 
sand replenishment just to keep this inlet open? 

If the use of the inlet by boats is considered a great enough asset to retain, then 
consideration should be given to the installation of a fixed, permanent, 
elecuically driven, dredging installation on the sand tfap side of the jetties to 
pump sand around the inlet and deposit it on the resort beach. 

A permanent pipeline on the proposed new bridge over the inlet would add 
little to the cost of the bridge. In view of the millions that sand replenishment 
now costs, it would certainly seem to be well worth serious investigation and 
possibly an experimental installation.

If I 
hadn't read this tidbit of information about fantasy versus reality, I would 
have been surprised by her reptilean rejection. 

According to the book I read, another interesting point about four-and- 
a-half-year-olds is that they like to color with blue, black and purple 
crayons. This revelation made me less surprised to see a recent {HCture of 
a Christmas uee that my youngest cheerfully colored black, blue and 
purple. / 

This parenting bode certainly has taken some of the guesswork out of 
understanding a child, and makes me aware of the fact that by the time I 
have on stage figured out, both of my children will have moved into 
another stage. 

Perhaps men and women need yearly charts similar to those they make 
for children, so we can better understand each other. Wouldn't that make 
things a little easier? I can picture such a behavioral chart for a woman my 
age... 

Female - age thirty-something. Likes to dress in black, purple w 
turquoise blue. Has a phobia of losing credit cards or mnning out of checks 
at a nearby mall. Has no trouble separating fantasy from reality and needs 
to add some of the fantasy of a child back into her life. Doesn't like plastic 
snakes any better than she did at four-iuid-a-half-years of age.

82'Year-Old Beulah Humphries Has Spent Her 
Life Doing For Others

"Idle hands are the devil's 
worksh(^." 

Beulah Humphries has been 
living by that motto, taught to 
her by her grandmother, for 82 
years. 

And, said Humphries, thoe's 
not a day that's gone by Uiat she's 
let her hands stay still. According 
to her grandmother, those who do 
nothing, get thonsclves into 
trouble. 

So, Humphries, a Princess 
Anne County native, has spent 
her life doing for others through 
her many community service or- 
ganizations, or simply by putting 
her creative mind to use. 

It all began in the early 1900s, 
when Humphries was growing up 
in a house on Salem Road. After 
graduating from Kempsville High 
School, Humphries was one out 
of about 100 people, she said, 
who actually attended and gradu- 
ated from college in those days. 

Because it was difficult for her 
to find a job, Humphries worked 
for 15 years as a temporary 
bookkeeper for women who were 
away from their jobs on vacation. 

Although she loved business 
and working with numbers, 
Humphries always had a secret 
desire to teach. She remembers 
being too young to attend school, 
but sitting on the school house 
steps listening to the teacher tell 
stories. 

So, after taking teaching 
courses at Old Dominion 
University, then the William and 
Mary Extension School, 
Humphries filled in for tethers 
who had taken a leave of absence. 



"That was such a challenge. I 
did it for 1 5 years," she said. "I 
loved the students and liked help- 
ing someone who needed help." 

Humphries sutetituted long- 
term for all grade levels, but en- 
joyed the junior high students the 
most She said that students then 
were entirely different from the 
students of today. They respected 
their teachers and were disciplined 
differently, she said. 

"I never had any discipline 
problems. They respecteid you," 
Humphries said. 

Humphries gave up teaching 
about IS years ago, when her 
husband Richard, a 48-year city 
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employee, became ill. She stayed 
home to take care of him before 
he passed away five years ago. 
Keeping Busy 

During her years of teaching, 
Humphries not only had three 
daughters, but she also became 
active in her community. 

In 1940, she became interested 
in the local 4-H club when her 
oldest daughter joined. Soon 
Humphfles.was holding sewing 
and cookingcl^ss^ in her home, 
and began driving the children to 
games and to the theater. 

"I was so interested in it be- 
cause of all the things you leam," 
she said. "I hauled them (the 
children) all over God's green 
acre. You name it, I did it." 

Humphries said that 4-H

activities used to be quite limited, 
but now it offers many programs 
to youngsters. 

Humphries' dedication to the 4- , 
H was just a stepping stone to 
the time and effort she has put 
towards various other community 
causes. 

She is currenlly a member of 
the Avalon Hills Homemak^'s 
Club; is a charter member of the 
Kempsville Woman's Club, the 
Community United Methodist 
Church, the Kempsville Senior 
Citizens Club, the Eastern Star 
Kempsville Chapter #173, and 
the Kempsville AARP. 

She also works as an at-large 
helper for^brious city depan- 
rflenls. Shgrecently helped judge 
more than 700 teddy bears that 
city employees dressed for needy 
children. 

"I do projects and help whoe 
I'm needed. It's called community 
involvement," she said. "Who 



wants to be a couch poiatoe? 
People look at me and say 'How 
do you do all these things, Beu- 
lah?' I've never been a rocking 
chair person and I never will be." 

Of all hra- memberships, 
Humphries said she enjoys the 
woman's club, where she has held 
every of fice except for treasurer, 
the most. The women stay busy 
knitting hats for military seamen 
and baking cookies for various 
causes. 

"All the money making pro- 
jects are centered on helping 
somebody," she said. 

jiumphries is also a membet 
of the Mayor's Committee for 
Aging, to which a person is 
named by being sposored by a 
member of the community. 

Through the committee's ef- 
forts, Humphries said, "golden 
cards" are now available to seniw 
citizens for parks jliid recreation

she could find. 

"It became an escape," she said. 
"At first it seemed fun. I could 
gorge myself and stay slim, but 
then my whole life started to fall 
ap^L 

"I became obsessed," she said. "V 
scared off my boyfriend and lost my 
friends. It was just me and food, and 
that, let me tell you, is a lonely 
existence." 

Bowen-Woodward said an eating 
disorder "a way of ceding with poor 
self-esteem or depression or feelings 
one is not comfortable with-. 

"There are a number of things 
that are difficult or hard for us, and 
hinging and purging or anorexia are 
used as a way of handling prob- 
lems, of taking care of anxiety," 
she said. 

'The problem is," she ^ded, 
"that the true dilemmas are avdded, 
and the eating disffl-der just com- 
pounds them. Until one begins to 
confront the underlying problems, 
or issues, the things that make one 
uncomfortable, one isn't making 
steps toward rKowwy." 

Waters said she did not "truly" 
begin recovering until she had had 
the disordo- for lhr»-and-and-half 



years. 

"It took a while for me to truly 
want to get better," she said. "I'd 
had some therapy before that point, 
but the therapy didn't start working 
until I was really ready to help 
make it work." 

Bowen-Woodward said that com- 
monly eating disorder patients "do 
hot become ready to work on 
recovery until they've seen how 
their eating disorders can adversely 
affect their lives. 

"A lot of whether a person re- 
covers in therapy determines when 
you meet them in the course of 
their disease," said Bowen-Wood- 
ward. "There's an initial honey- 
nKX>n period when one likes having 
the disease . . . they think its an 
easy way to feel good. 

"But if you meet them five yeai^ 
down the road," she continued, 
"they know they are caught by it, 
that they have a dark secret which is 
harming their wellbeing . . . 
they've seen the ovwlay." 

At this point, Bowoi-Woodward 
said, "they know they don't want it 
anymo'e . . . they're ready to get 
better." 

Waters said her mind used to 



"always be full of thoughts about 
food, weight calories, how fat I 
looked . . . this really kept me pre- 
occupied. 

"At one point," Waters said, "in 
addition to my friends, I lost my 
good grades, and my (part-lime) 
job. 

"I was too tired and weak from 
my disease," she said. "The deiwes- 
sion was really intense." 

Waters said her face "kept a 
bloated look" from her frequent 
purging (she purged up to ten times 
a day, at her worst). Also, she said, 
her eyes were often red and puffy, 
and her metabloism "got all Krew^ 
up. 

"I was a mess," she said, "and 
holidays and other special occasions 
were always ihe worst. 

"N(H only was there cookies, 
cake, eggnog and the whole 
shibang, but there was family - me 
and them all lumpoi together in a 
room did not do much fw me," she 
said, "even this year was lough . . . 
1 did beuer though. I did great" 

Waters has been in and out of 
therapy fw seven years, and she 
credits her ciurreni success to "cksire 



to get belter" and "some good ther- 
apy." 

She recommends that those with 
eating disorders "shop around a lot" 
before selecting a therapist. "Ask 
them questions. See what their ap- 
proach is," she said. "I've had some ' 
(therapists) who have really guided 
me, and some who, I don't think, 
have helped me much at all." 

Local therapists known for their 
work with eating disorder patieitts 
include Bowen-Woodward, Judith 
Royal, at the Woman's Theriq)y 
Center off Lynnhaven Parkway.

But, in objecting to the omission of a bill of rights in the new 
Constitution, Thomas Jefferson urged that rights be guaranteed in 
writing. In December 1787, he wrote, "A Bill of Rights is what the 
people are entitled to against any government on earth, general or 
particular, and what no just government should refuse, or rest on in- 
ference."

• Jan. 1, 1808: Law abolishing U.S. importation of slaves goes 
into effect.

• Jan. 1, 1892: Processing center for arriving immigrants opens on 
Ellis Island in New York harbor.

• Jan. 16, 1786: Virginia's General Assembly passes Statute for 
Religious Freedom.

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establish negotiations rights, achieve equal rights for all, improve 
and protect education employee's rights, attain and protect children's 
rights, continue to strengthen the standards of quality, improve the 
quality of the learning and working environment in Virginia schools, 
and establish a professional standards board. 

With the objectives in mind, one of the most important for Vir- 
ginia Beach is the association's support of legislation which will 
provide for an elected school board with fiscal autonomy. The present 
system of members of the School Board being appointed by City 
Council members has received considerable criticism. Appointments 
for reasons other than that person's dedication to public education 
and commitment to work hard and solve difficult problems is no 
longer appropriate. Without the ability to directly gamer taxes for 
education, the School Board is hampered in its ability to provide for 
its own priorities and thus weakens the process itself. 

Of benefit lo the community is the fact that School Board members 
are dir^tly responsible to the voters who elected them and are not 
obligated to those who may have appointed them. The suspicions of 
political patronage and favoritism are significantly reduced if not 
eliminated. An elected School Board would give those individuals 
who are concerned about the quality of education in our community a 
more effective way to influence those who represent us.

Furman Boyce will be back, play- 
ing bluegrass gospel at Woodman 
Hall on Feb. 15, 16 and 17. 

The doggers he has perform are 
usually local groups, he said, such 
as The Chesapeake Bay Cloggcrs 
and the Flatland Cloggers. 

"Oftentimes we pack the place," 
said Cook&. "There's mme enthusi- 
asm for good country and good 
gospel music here than you might 
imagine." 

Cooka, now out of the grocery 
store business and selling general 
merchandise, personally pays to 
rent out Woodman Hall, he said. He 
negotiates fees with musicians, 
passes a hat at concerts xhd said he 
makes up the difference out of his 
own pocket. 

"It's well worth it to me," he 
said."There's nothing Td rather do^ 
with my weekend nights." 

Cooke calls himself the 
"director" of these concerts. "I've 
been known to play a little music 
myself," he said, "but directing is 
what 1 thrive on . . . It's a challenge 
for me to pursue this, and to get 
more people involved," 

Those he has gotten involved in- 
clude residents from all over 
Hampton Roads and further. 

Homestead's Marjorie Barnes is 
one such resident "I go because it's 

good family fun," said Barnes, 
who's retired. "There's no profanity 
or .drinking, and the music is al- 
ways great." 

Songs frequently played at the 
concerts include Mike Wisemans 
Loveletters in the Sand, Wiseman's 
/ Wonder Where You Are Tonight, 
Lester Flat's Father's Table Grace. 
the Carter Family's I'll Be All

"Bring the kids, the parents, 
bring 'em all," he said. » 
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"I think we can instill in the 
students and the pasents that school 
and attendance are major keys in 
their lives," he said. "If you come 
to school you have a pretty good 
chance in succeeding." 

GrifHn said that there are varkHis 
reasons why students don't attend 
school regulary; the most common 
being illness. Some students in 
lower grades an excused for family 
trips and court appearances, but 
truancy is most commonly found in 
higher grades. 

"Kids who care about their grades 
will come to school," Griffin said. 

Even schools with near perfect 
attendance, such as Kempsville 
High, have a percratage of students 
who insist on skipping classes. 
Caldwell said that if a child does 
not come to school, the office will 
follow up on the absence, which is 
where many students getcaught 

"Tt doesn't take long tor kids to 
find out there's a home phone call," 
he said. 

If a student is caught skipping 
school he is usually placed on in- 
school suspension. In September of 
this year, Caldwell said that 21 
students were caught skipping; 41 
were caught in October. 

"Generally one will lead to an- 
other because usually they skip 
with their friends," he said. "But, 
kids are genoally happy at school. 
There'is a feeling of belonging 
hoe." 

Griffin said that students do at- 
tend school for reasons other than 
parental pressure. Some enjoy 
school because of the socialization, 
depending on the age group, and 
some students in higher grades are 
concerned with preparing for col- 
lege. Few students, he said, are 
forced to go to school. 

"Most kids want to pass. The at- 
tendance policy encourages kids. 
Another thing is the compulsory 
attendance law. That's something 



parents will hold over their heads." 
GrifTm said. 

Tlw compulsory law states that a 
student must be enrolled in school 
until the agle of 18. The age was 
raised from 17 a few years ago to 
improve attendance. 

Schools also do a lot to encour- 
age pupil attendance, said Cathy 
Walsh, staff assistant in the school 
system's community relations of- . 
flee. Although each school rewards 
its students differently, most do 
provide incentives to come to 
school every day. 

Toncray said Rosemont Forest 
issues certiflcates each quarter to 
students with perfect attendance. 

The School Board holds an 
attendacnc flag ceremony at the end 
of the year when the annual atten- 
dance reports come in. Those 
schools that have the highest atten- 
dance at the end of each year also 
receive pl^u^. 

"We're going for our twelfth 
right now," said Caldwell. 

He said that persepective teachers 
and parents are impressed by the 
collection of plaques in the school's 
hallway. 

"Some people say we don't turn 
in all our absentees, but we do," he 
said. 
Despite the fact that the atten- 
j dance rate has increased, said Grif- 
fln, who has been with the school 
system for 25 years, there is still a 
high drop-out rate. There arc more 
students in and out of schools now 
than ever' before, he said. But, he 
sard, alternate programs arc being 
offered, such as the open campus 
school for students who must work 
during the day and attend school at 
night, to decrease the drop-out rate. 
"Keeping kids in school so they 
can learn is the main focus in our 
efforts," said Walsh.' "Parental in- 
volvement and support of education 
is critical. Wflere parents are in- 
volved, a strong attendance is pretty 
consistent."

programs. The committee also 
pleads for causes with the 
legislature and kee[S up with 
nursing homes to defer costs.

"It stopped it," said Johnson. 
"It's an alternate therapy without 
having to have surgery." 

Other methods of treating sleep 
apnea are throat surgery to enlarge 
the air passage; moving the jaw 
forward; and cutting away portions 
of the tongue with a laser. 

Johnson, a Kempsville resident, 
said the only inconvenience he's 
encountered with the respirator is 
that he has to carry it with him on 
trips and always has to explain 
what it is. He added that when he 

First began using the mask, that his 
nose became slighdy sore. 

"I was amazed at the turn around 
and quick response to the instru- 
ment," he said. 

Although Johnson's type of dis- 
order is the most serious, there are 
others that may also be disturbing. 
Narcolepsy is a disorder of the cen- 
tral nervous system, characterized 
by sudden periods of overwhelming 
sleepiness in which the patient ac- 
tually falls asleep, often at 
inappropriate times and in unusual 
circumstances. 

Nocturnal Myoclonus occurs 
when a patient experiences vigor- 
ous, repetitive jerking movement of 
the legs during sleep. The result is 
daytime sleepiness or insomnia. 

Insomnia is the perception of not 
getting enough sleep( Bruce John- 
son said. Insomniacs And it difllcult 
to initiate or maintain sleep. 

Two of the least serious disorders 
are disorders of the sleep and wake 
cycle and parasomnia. Those with 



(lisorders of the slogBM^^^ 
tie experience "jet^g, life "Wlgm 
owls" or "early birds." Parasomni- 
acs sleepwalk, talk in their sleep 
and wet the bed. 

Treaunent of these disorders, ac- 
cording to Bruce Johnson, are 
maintaining a rigid schedule and 
light therapy, which is a sleep en- 
hancer. 

Sleeping disorders can occur in 
people of all ages, Bruce Johnson 
said, although they are more com- 
mon in men over 40. Anyone who 
suspects that they may have a dis- 
order should make an appointment 
to participate in a sleep study, he 
said. 

"We need to find out what it is or 
how bad it is," said Bruce Johnson. 
"A lot of people are made aware of 
it by watching Phil Donahue or 
reading about it in the paper. That 
happens not infnxjuently." 

Being tested is important, Bruce 
Johnson said, because sleep apnea 
may be fatal, can cause strokes, 
heart attacks and high blood pres- 
sure. 

"It's a potentially seripus medical 
problem. We want pe(^ple to func- 
tion better and to have happii 
better lives," he said. 

"I don't have to go to sleep dur- 
ing the day when I'm working. I 
used to get drowsy, especially after 
eating," said Johnson, a teacher at 
the Eastern Virginia Medical 
School. "I wish someone could 
implant an inhalation in you with 
oxygen. I think the whole world 
would be alert." 
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For inpatient care, local pro- 
grams include one at Sentara Nor- 
folk General Hospital ( a free con- 
sultation is provided), and TPI's 
Virginia Beach and Norfolk loca- 
tions, on Kempsville Road and 
Willowisp Drive, both treat them. 

"Some may choose to go to a 
treatment center in another area," 
said Bowen- Woodward, who used to 
work at The Renfrew Center, a 
residential facility in Philadelphia, 
Pa. designed expressly for treating 
eating disorder patients. "People 
should definitely check out the op- 
tions before deciding on treatment." 

Bowen-Woodward said there defl- 
nitely is hope for eating disorder 
patients. 

"Recovery is possible," she said, 
"but it's a complicated process . . . 
dealing with habits and with emo- 
tional phenomena is not simple. 



"This culture makes it hard for 
pepple to grow up," she added, "and 
Virginia Beach more so than many 
other cities has those kinds of pres- 
sures that tend to engender eating 
disonlers. 

"There's so much emphasis on 
bodies and the beach here," she said, 
"rather than what's really important, 
like feelings." 

Waters' advice to those strug- 
gling with anorexia or bulimia: "be 
true to yourself" 

She adds, "in order to do this, 
you need to be willing to take 
risks, to try out new therapy, to 
take your eyes off yourself for a 
moment mid listen to another. 

"Recovering is not simple,, and I 
by no means have completed it." 
she said, "but it is possible. Don't, 
forget that."

280 Arrests Made. 451 Crimes Solved; Local Program Best 
InNatbn!

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1990 was another good year for 
Vttgiiiia Besch Crime S<dvers. 

With the community's help, 
Crime Solvers assisted Virginia 
Beach police in the anests of 280 
peofrie who were dtarged with a to- 
tal of 451 crimes ranging from 
murders to larcenies. 

The iHt^ram receives dx>ut 100 
to 160 calls a month, but not all 
those calls lead to arrests. This 
year, though, those calls led to 
$520,509 in stolen property and 
$357,780 in ille^ drugs. 

Although the program has main- 
tained its 98 percent conviction 
rale, the number of arrests have de- 
creased since 1989. That year, 327 
arrests were made in regard to a to- 
tal of 804 crimes; $361,581 in 



stolen |nt)perty and $596,352 in il- 
legal drugs woe recovered. 

"We're dedicated. We have three 
detectives assigned, which means 
we c^ handles more calls," said 
Det«;tive Jim Barnes, one of the 
program's three detectives. 

Since 1982, Crime Solvers has 
given the community the oppor- 
tunity to call in their crime tips, 
while at the same lime remaining 
anonymous. Callers do not have to 
give their names or testify in court, 
or to recieve reward money. 

"Most people don't like what's 
going on today with the drug prob- 
lem. They're more interested in 
taking care of the problems in their 
own neighborhoods," said Detective 
Michael Dcrwent. "People have a 
desire to do something. The fact 
that they can call in and remain 
anonymous is the biggest selling 



point." 

Derwent, who along with fellow 
detective Jim McKinney received 
the coordinator of the year KtmtA, 
said that Crime Solvers receives 
calls from people from all walks of 
life. Some callers are afraid to point 
their finger at a criminal, so they 
appreciate the anonymity, he said. 

Others call in for retaliation rea- 
sons; they may be mad at a person 
whom they know committed a 
crime. 

Some callers, although surpris- 
ingly not that many, are just inter- 
ested in the $1,000 reward, the fi- 
nancial gain, he said. ^ 

The reward money, which is paki 
to callers who provide tips that leaii 
to an arrest, is raised by a 30-mem- 
ber citizens board of directOTS. The 
board is made up of civilians who 
have expressed an interest in help- 
ing to raise funds. 

According to George Duvall, past 
board chairman, the board holds a

Volunteers Sought To Give 
Tax Assistance

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It's tint time dl-year again, when 
Virginia Beach rcsidotts begin fil- 
ing their tax returns, some with 
ease and some with a little trepida- 
tion. 

Not everyone is knowledgeable, 
er physically able, to prepare their 
own taxes, so assistance may be 
needed. This is where the Internal 
Revenue Service steps in. 

Since 1969, the^ IRS has been 
conducting training classes for 
individuals who wish to learn how 
to prepare their own taxes or for 
those who wish to volunteer to 
help others. 

"People have a fear of doing their 
own taxes. There's a lot of 
information put out that they're not 
comforiablc with," said Barbara 
Barto, co-coordinator of the IRS tax 
assistance program. "Our purpose is 
to give people confidence to do 
their taxes." 

According to Barto, there are 
currently 1,000 to 1,200 volunteers 
in the Tidewater and Eastern Shore 
area; 30 to 40 of them are Virginia 
Beach residents. 

The volunteers are trained for the 
IRS' Volunteer Income Tax Assis- 
tance program (VITA). After com- 
pleting a two- to three-day training 
class, volunteers are tested to 
demonsU'aie their ability to do the 
return. They are trained only to give 
assistance with 1040EZ, 1040A and 
1040 (with itemized deductions) 
forms to individuals of low income, 
the handicapped and the non-En- 
glish speaking. 

The volunteers are then set up 
during the filing season at various 
locations to offer help to those who 
need it 

Barto said that 2,632 voiuni^rs 
in the Richmond district, which in- 
cludes Virginia Beach, assisted in 
preparing 72,942 VITA and Tax 
Coun^ling for the elderly tax re- 
turns last year, 42.615 were federal 
and 24,937 were state returns. The 
IRS has also maintained a 95 
percent annsacy rue. 

"It's (tesigned to help peqjlc who 
can't afford imfessional assistance," 
she said. 

Several of tlw Virginia Beach 
volunteers are Disabled Amo-k^an 
Vetenuis monbov. The or^niza- 
tkm became in^ved vAea Barto's 
hu^Mnd, who is a membo'. asked 
to use the chqxer's home in Oceana 
for training classN. 

Pierre Dispinette, a DAV ntem- 
ber, began i^ing the training class 
about three years ago. Since then, 
he's signed up every year exce{X for 
last year to keep up with law 
changes. 

"I've always kind of done my

"A large portion of our reward 
money comes from the telethmi," 
said Duvall. 

Last year, the telethon raised 
about $100,000, which was divided 
among the programs. He added that 
the Kempsville Lion's Club is the 
largest contributor of funds. 

Crime Solvers raises a total of 
about $40,000 to $50,000 per year. 
In 1990, $34,100 in rewards were 
authorized and $28,825 was 
awarded in 1989. 

"Sometimes there's an excess. In 
the beginning there wasn't. We've 
raised what we've needed over the 
past years," said Duvall. 

Duvall said that the board re- 
cently tried to invent a more con- 
servative budget, but because times

Hope Young Finds Support, Friends Through Widowed 
Persons Sen/ice

In 1987, Hope Young turned 
her life around. 

After the death of her son in 
Vietnam and the more recent 
death of her husband of 32 years, 
the 64-ycar-old Thalia Gardens 
resident decided that it was lime 
to turn over a new leaf. 

"1 needed to do something be- 
sides Jook at four walls. I refused 
to fciel sorry for myself," she 
said. 

Until her husband's death, 
Young's life was almost perfect. 
She had remarried to a wonderful 
man, bought and remodeled an 
old farm house in central Vir- 
ginia, and went back to work. 

The Norfolk native left the area 
in 1973 to live in the farm house 
and go to work at Hampdcn- 
Sydncy College as a bookkeeper. 

"If you ever want to keep 
young, go to work for a college. 
They don't allow you to get old 
at all," she said. 

Young was involved with col- 
lege activities, such' as Home- 
coming, until she was involved 
in a car accident in 1981 which 
left her incapacitated for three 
years. During those years, her 
husband Leland suffered a stroke 
and was very ill for three years 
until his death. 

"I went from having no time at 
all to too much time," said 
Young. 

After getting over the shock of 



losing her husband. Young 
picked up the phone and called 
her local American Association 
for Retired Persons chapter. Gor- 
don Morton, then president, pur- 
suaded Young to become in- 
volved and soon she was partici- 
pating in community service 
projects. 

That same year, Morton was 
instrumental in forming the 
Widowed Persons Service, which 
Young gladly joined. 

"It's an absolutely grand orga- 
nization," she said. "This is a 
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traumatic part of your life. 
You've lost your best friend. It's 
a support group. " 

When the group formed, there 
were only 15 to 20 members. 
Now the group has grown to 50 
to 60 members and is divided into 
two groups - the newly bereaved, 
and those who are getting their 
lives back on track. 

"The friendships you acquire 
will last you the rest of your 
life," said Young.

40 To 50 Beacli Senior Citizens To Lobby 
Lawmaliers On Jaif. 15- Older Virginians Day 

Health Care, Insurance, 
Transportation Among Sen- 
iors' Concerns

As many as 40 or 50 Virginia 
Beach senior citizens will travel to 
Richmond next week to meet and 
share' concerns with their local leg- 
islators. 

Approximately 600 older adults 
and aging advocates from around the 
state will visit the state capitol on 
Jan. 15 for Older Virginians Day. 

According to John Skirven, ex- 
ecutive director of the Southeastern 
Virginia Area Wide Model Pro- 
gram, Inc., (SEVAMP), the pur- 
pose of the day "is to put forth the 
concerns and needs of older ^ults in 
the entire state before the state leg- 
islature." 

The day has been held for several 
years by the American Association 
of Retired Persons. Because of the 
event's success, the Governor's Ad- 
visory Board on Aging, AARP, die 
Virginia Association on Aging, the 
Virginia Coalition on Aging and 
the Virginia Association of Area 
Agencies on Aging are co-sponsor- 
ing the event this year. 

'The seniors are around and have 
a voice and need to be heard," said 
Gordon Morton, state AARP direc- 
tor and past Kempsville AARP 
president. 

The day will begin at St. Paul's 
Episcopal Church at 9th and Grace 
Sheets to hear from Governor L. 
Douglas Wilder, the lieutenant 
governor and the attorney general. 
Then, the group will move to the 
General Assemble Building to 
speak to legislators, both in groups 
or individually. 

Lanny Lancaster, also a past 
KemjMville AARP preF'dcnt, said 
that a fellow AARP member is 
contacting Virginia Beach legisla- 
tors, including Delegates Glenn 
McClanan, Glenn Croshaw, Bob 
Tata, Bob Perky and Senator Sonny 
Siallings, to make sure that they 
will be available for meetings. 

According to Skirven, the main 
concerns to be voiced by the seniors 
include housing, transportation, 
crime and home-based services, as 
well as other issues. The most im- 
portant, he said, is long-term care 
services.

Skirven said that with the in- 
crease in the number of seniors, the 
need for services to keep them in 
their own homes and prevent Uiem 
from pursing home placement, is 
also greater. 

"What you get is a very cost-ef- 
fective way to keep a person in the 
place that they want to be," he said. 

Morton agreed that long-term 
care is a top priority. It currendy 
costs about $25,000 to $30,000 a 
year, he said, to keep a senior in a 
nursing home. The cc»t dn^ dras- 
tically to $10,000 to keep an older 
adult at home, as loag as healdi 
care is provided. 

"The more home care Uiey get. 
the more they can stay out of nurs- 
ing homes or hospitals," said Mor- 
ton. 

Another issue to be addressed, 
said Skirven, is transportation. He 
said that transportation is so in de- 
mand, diat die phone lines at SE- 
VAMP are constantly lit up widi 
requests to provide medical uans- 
portation. 

Skirven said that SEVAMP does 
have its own vehicles, but addi- 
tional funds are needed to provide 
more vans. 

'Transportation is clearly needed 
all over the place and we need more 
resources," he said. 

Medicaid and die use of lottery 
funds may possibly be discussed, 
Skirven said. Many seniors, he 
said, would like to see some state- 
lottery funds put icide to reimburse

On Growth And Taxes

Articles in a recent issue of the 
magazine. Virginia Business, at- 
tempt to prove that it is the demand 
for services by the residents that are , 
driving property taxes up and not 
growth. Such a contention, would be 
laughable if it woe not at a time when 
developos are trying to clean iqi 
their image in a renewed effort to 
influence legislators for legislation 
favor^le to dieir business; legisla- 
tion diat may well be instrumental in 
causing additional increases in our 
taxes. 

One gets the impression from the 
articles that if the cities had given the developers freehand to develop as tl]f ]^ 
saw fit, diere would be no need to raise taxes. Nolhjng could be further from 
thetrudi. 

The articles fail completely to recognize the fact that housing does not and 
never has paid for the cost of the public services thai it requires. If property taxes 
are to be kept within bearable limits, other sources of tax revenue must be 
available to supplement and pay for the public services required by housing. Is 
it surprising then diat die cost of services has skyrocketed when die much 
vaunted growth in Virginia has been primarily in housing? 

The supplemental tax revenue must come from indusffy, commercial busi- 
nesses or farms diat require little in die form of services from the city. One of 
the big proUems in Virginia and particularly in Tidewater is diat federal and 
state offices, buildings and installations contribute no taxes to die cities 
although they employ diousands of workers who live in the cities and dius 
require the services that drive taxes up. The federal government did provide 
impact fees for education but it is understood diat die amounts are being cut 
back. 

This ten is the crux of die tax situation and is the reason why die city of 
Virginia Beach has been pushing so strenuously to increase the ratio of business 
to housing from its present 20 percent to 80 percent to a 30 pocent to 70 percent 
ratio. Unfortunately just rezoning a piece of property for commercial <x 
indusuial use does not guarantee diat a new business will move in. There are 
already a lot of vacant commercial properties in the city. 

llie contention diat opposition by civic leagues and other slow growdi 
coupled widi zoning laws are die cause of urban sprawl does not hold water in 
the light of past history in Virginia Beach. The major factor in urban sprawl has 
been die economic advantage to developers of buying cheap farmland, no 
matter how (ax out it was, and getting it rezoned for die highest density housing 
die city would permit Conveniendy forgotten is die fact diat die Green Line 
was about to be breached in 1985. Ifdie new city council in 1986 had not acted 
to hold die line and even down zoned properties below die 1 ine^iwe would now 
be burdened widi housing devetopments all die way to die North Carolina 
border. We would also be forced to increase taxed to provide yet anodier one- 
half billion dollars in roads and other infrastructure needs to serve die area. Yet 
there are many areas north of die Green Line still beggingsp be developed. In 
fact die much talked about today Golden Triangle would have been covered 
widi higl density housing. 

Had the city pomitted all of the high density housing die developers had

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Eariy Chiidhood Education In America 



TMs week's Virginia Beach Education Association article was written by 
Keith Geiger, NEA president. 
:Children learn their most. critical lessons before they ever walk through 
the schoolhouse door. During the {Hcschool yrars, youngsters dswlop the 
basic learning skills, the social skills, the inquisitiveness and the attitudes 
that shape their development and achievement through the school years and 
beyond. 

We've known this essential truth for a long time. From the woric of 
such child-development theorists as Piager, Montessori and Erikson, we 
know that the foundation for future learning is laid during children's earliest 
years. Studies of Head Start participants have demonstrated that good 
preKhool programs increase the likelihood that disadvantaged children will 
graduate, enroll in postsecondary schooling, and And employment. Thoe's 
abundant evidence that high-quality early childhood education, not just 
custodial care, is crucial for children's developmenL 

Yet what we have in the United States today is a profound failure to

nized the critical importance of early child- 
hood education when they made readiness 
for learning the first of the six national 
education goals. 



Early chiUhood education in this na- 
tion is a hodgepodge of public and fvivate daycare centers, nursery schocds, 
childcare homes and babysitters of widely differing quality, huge variation 
in cost, and limited availability.

Spealdng Freely Is A Right 



In this bicentennial year of the ratification of the Bill of Rights, we are 
hearing about many so-called "rights" never contemplated by the Founding 
Fathers - patient rights, student rights, animal rights, the right to live and 
the right to die. 

But our Founders recognized that a democracy depends on the right and 
freedom of expression. Indeed, speaking freely is the Cornerstone of all of 
our freedoms. Thus, the First Amendment, which became a part of the 
United Stales Constitution in 1791, states, "Congress shall make no law . 
. . abridging the freedom of speech." 

We the People should recognize that this amendment gives us unique 
poiwcr. The legal scholar, Alexander Meiklejohn, pointed out that most of 
the Constitution protects the people from the government, but only the 
First Amendment ensures the control of the people over the government 

The Supreme Court has stretched this amendment so that "speech" now 
includes many forms of expression. Could the framers of the Constitution

have anticipated that the court would recognize conduct as speech? O that 
the court would extend First Amendment protection to electronic media 
that is more persuasive and intrusive than any newspaper or political pam- 
phlet of their 1 8th century? 

The recent court decision that burning the American flag is a form of 
political expression protected by the Constitution would have surely

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Medicare Costs TdilMease 



The Medicare medical insurance 
premium, hospital insurance de- 
ductible, and certain other patient 
costs are ^heduled to increase as of 
Jan. 1, 1991. 

The beneficiary share of the cost 
of Medicare is figured each year 
based on the increases in the cost of 
the program during the year before. 

The basic medical insurance pre- 
mium will increase by $1.30 - from 
$28.60 to $29.90. The Medicare 
medical insurance deductible will 
also increase - from $75 to $100.

Beverly Hooks is a dedicated 
city employee. In fact, it won her 
a 4>ot in dw city's "hall of fame" 
in 1987. 

As a recendy qqwinted chief 
dqwty city clo-k. Hooks keeps 
die p^ce t^ attending and keq)ing 
chronological minutes for all 
City Council meetings, confer- 
oices and woriidxqs. 

Hooks says she enjoys her job 
in die city cleric's office, espe- 
cially the intrigue of working 
widi politics. That com^ easy to n 
her, though; most of die jobs 
she's held have been centered 
around politics. 

"1 guess diat's where I'm meant 
to be," die Aragona resident said. 
"I'm always involved widi poli- 
tics." 

Hooks' Hrst job out Of Kee's 
Business School was at Tidewater 
Virginia Development Council in 
Norfolk. There she served as sec- 
retary to the director, who was 
also the mayor of Norfolk at the 
time. City Clerk Ruth Hodges 
Smidi, who is her boss for the 
second time, also worked for the 
company as its office supervise. 

Hooks left that job when she 
was 26 to have her first child. 
She had married her husband 
Robert diree years earlier, after 
his sister set die two up on a 
date. 

Two years later, a second son 
was born. Soon after. Hooks 
went to work as a secretary at die 
Norfolk Naval Base's Exchange. 
She left that job, however, in 
1977 when her daughter was 



bom. 

In 1980, Hooks enrolled at 
Tidewater Community College 
where she took accounting and 
shorthand courses to "refresh my 
skills." 

"I felt I had to go back to work 
becauw of economic conditions," 
she said.

If 
we're short-handed^ I type all the 
minutes and attest to all die doc- 
uments," she said. 

Hooks said diat an interesting 
part of her job is diat she hears 
about ordinances, laws or im- 
provements in die city before 
diey are "said and done." 

"You're right there in the be- 
ginning of everything," she said. 
"I'm more knowledgeable about 
the city. Right here is where it's 
all happening." 

Hooks recentiy became a chief 
deputy city clerk after attending 
diree years of classes at Old Do- 
minion University. The courses 



involved record keeping, micro-' 
Aiming, journalism, psychology;

Can s6mc"fbrhTrof expression be permitted and others prohibited? 
Where can We die People, as society, draw die line? How much can we 
tolerate as die price of maintaining this right? There are few absolutes. 
Necessarily, freedom must have its elastic limits. 

The Supreme Court has, over die years, drawn the line, excluding some 
forms of expression - libel, obscfenity, advocating die violent overthrow of 
the government - from die protection of the First Amendment. Just last 
month, the Supreme Court upheld an appellate court and ruled diat diere is 
a limit to begging, which it determined is not free speech! 

The debate goes on. There aie those who fear diat too much free expres- 
sion has caused much of die violence and moral decay in our country. They 
argue diat dicre is a connection between the images in magazines and on 
television - of murder, violence, adultery along widi abusive language - on 
die growing incidence of crime. 

Others are concerned about the children, who are exposed to much 
pornographic and violent material Uiat is suitable only for adults. After all, 
they contend, adults have the judgment not to be swayed by extremist 
rhetoric or prurient stories. But few children have diat ability. 

Americans, however, are deeply divided on die role of government in 
protecting impressionable children from controversial images. There is a 
real concern that once government officials begin to restrict certain forms 
of cxorcssion. odicr resaiciions will fuUow. Many conciutk dial no matter 



how offensive, free expression and freedom of speech must be defended 
against all forms of censorship. 

Now, ironically, some universities have assumed the role of protecting 
young adults from die speech of other young adults. George Orwell's 1984 
was five years late in arriving, but may have reached some college cam- 
puses In 1990. -*"" • -'^ ' • ■ 

The cover o( Newsweek (Dec. 24, 1990) contained die ominous words: 
Thought Police, and continued, "Watch What You Say - There's a 
'politically correct' way to talk about race, sex and ideas." The article. 
"Taking Offense." repated on die University of Connecticut's Student Be- 
havior Code, which prohibited free speech by prohibiting personal slurs or 
epidiets based on race, sex, edmic origin, disability, religion or sexual ori- 
entation. It took a federal lawsuit to force revision of diis Code to ccMiform 
to the First Amendment. 

Ingrained in Americans is a belief in die right to speak our minds, and to 
hear die opinions of others, even if diey offend us. Few support outright 
censorship, even diough more and more Americans are calling for restiic- 
tions of various kinds of messages, convinced dial some forms of expres- 
sion cause physical and moral harm to individuals and to society itself. 

While We die People believe in freedom of speech as a fundamental . 
right, we trust a delicate balance can be found in diis continuing stiitggle. 
After all. as constitutional scholar Archibalcl Cox once said. 'The First 
Amendment rests upon faith in die ultimate good sense and decency of free 
people." 
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devasUng given die momentous change in our country's economic and 
family structure. In 1950, only 14 percent of American's children under the 
age of five had modiers in die labor force. The U.S. Census Bureau pre- 
dicts that in 1995, 80 percent of children under age six wUl have mothers 
woricing outside die home. 

Most American families are no longer able to meet their childrearing 
needs alone. The news stories of young children left in locked cars and 
empty homes are symptomatic. A family's ability to enroll its children in 
quality programs rests on a combination of luck, aggressiveness and pri- 
marily income. 

Children from poor families, precisely~*Qiose most in need, are least 
likely to be enrolled in quality programs. Head Start now serves just one 
out of every five eligible children. This year's funding increase will, at 
best, raise that ratio to one-in-four. According to a recent U.S. govonment 
study, children in families widi annual incomes over $35,000 are twice as 
likely to be enrolled in |»eschool programs as those in families e^ning 
less dian $10,000 a year. 

This is a prescrifXion for educational, social and ecwKHnic disaster. As 
we ei^age in die task (tf restructuring schods to meet die needs of our na- 
tion's young peq)le, we must include die needs of duee- and four-year-olds. 

Oakland, Calif., provides a model of an excellent early childhcxxl pro- 
gram funded by die state and run by die public schools. The 2,500 low-in- 
come chUdren enrolled in Ctakland's Child Development Centers develop 
social skills, basic math ami language coiKepts and ccmfiderKe dirough 
child-initiated learning. Because die centers are pan of the school system 



und located next door to elementary schools, excellent communication 
links CDC and school staff. 

"You can lell who die CDC children are," an Oakland elementary teacher 
told me recendy. "They start elementary school with the basic building 
blocks for learning. Too many others start school behind widi no building 
blocks, no social skills, and little language. And diis negative start spirals 
du-ough dieir school careers." 

Imagine if we made high-quality, public preschool education available to 
every child in America. All children would have die opportunity to develop 
die skUls and attitude critical to school success. And we could establish 
impwtant continuity between die preschool and eariy elementary years. 

President Bush and the goveiiKirs recognized the critkal importance oC^ 
eariy childhood education when diey made readiness for learning the first of 
die six national education goals. But that understanding has yet to be 
translated into national policy. Congr^s came close to supporting school- 
based early childhood education in die recendy enacted fedoal chikicare ini- 
tiative. But at White House insistence, school-based {nograms v/ere elimi- 
nated from die biH. 

Once again, the needs of America's children fell victim to political 
expediency. That does nothing to help this country catch up to Germany, 
France, Sweden, Ja|»n and every odier major industrialized nation, all of 
which are far ahead of die United States in i»oviding (wblicly subsidized, 
universally available early childhood programs. It brings us no cIosct to 
reaching any of die six education goals.

years. Records for releases have 
been set in each of die last diree . 
years, topped last year when 57 
percent of all toumament entries 
were for fish released alive. 

The release citation for sharks, 
which was instiUited on an emer- 
gency basis last August due to die 
crisis facing shark populations, will 
become permanent. Anglers 
catching and releasing sharks 
measuring a minimum of six feet 
(72 inches) in length can earn a 
citation plaque. 4 

Cobia will be added lo die list of 
species eligible for release 
recognition diis year. This brings 
die number of species eligible for 
letease awards to nine - die most in 
tournament history. Anglers 
catching and releasing cobia 
measuring 48 inches in length or 
longer will be eligible to receive a 
citation plaque. 

It will be harder to earn a release 
award for amberjack in 1991. The 
minimum length required for a 
release citation will be raised to 48 
inches from 44 inches. Release 
citations for amberjack, have been 
the most popular award with 
anglers during die last diree years, 
averaging more dian 650 annually 
during die period. 

Release citations also are 
available for die catch and release of 
red and black drum measuring a 
minimum of 44 inches and blue and 
white marlin, sailfish and tarpon 
with no minimum si^e 
requirements. 

There wUl be two changes in die 
tournament's minimum weight 
requirements this year. The 
minimum qualifying weight for a 
shark citation wilTbe raised to 200 
pounds from 150 pounds, and it 
will lake a 17-pound false albacore 
to earn citation recognition, up 
from 16 pounds, llie changes were 
taken to encourage additional 
conservation of these species 
among anglers. 

Bodi of the tournament's new 
awards programs will return this 
year. Ilie popular Junior Angler 
Awards program, which challenges 
. youdis under the age of 16 to catch 
and release six different species of 
saltwater fish, will become an 
annual program. Last year more 
dian 100 young anglers received 
awards. 

The Angler-of-die-Year awards 
also will return. Trophies are 
awarded for die top resident and 
non- Virginia resident anglers and 
f(X the top angler competing in the 
program's release division. 

The Virginia Saltwater Fishing 
Tmunament is (grated by Virginia 
Marine Resources Commission for 
the development of the 
Cmnmonwealdi's saltwater angling 
resources within the limits of 
estabhshed conservation practices. 

No registration is required, nor is 
there any entry fee. To oiler a flsh 
simply take it to any authorized 
weigh station and fill out an entry 
blank. Registratkm of a qualifying 
release is as easy as giving the 
inf^mation to die weigh station. 
One witness is required for all 
entries. Weigh stations are 
convenienUy located at marinas, 
tackle shops, fishing piers and odier 
Uications catering to fishermen. 

The citation awards are Nuidsome 
laminated plaques, bearing the 
angler's name, species caught and 
die weight Of die catch.

Fiberglass Doors; The Woodlike Look 



Homeowners who desire a 
warm, welcoming wood entry 
door will find the new fiber- 
glass doOTS a great alternative 
choice. 

Energy-efficient fiberglass 
doors are tough, dent-resistant 
and can be easily stained to 
look like wood. Since they 
are not subject to problems 
caused by moisture and 
sunlight, fiberglass doors do 
not crack or split and do not 
need constant refinishing.

The finishing process is 
amazingly easy to do and can 
be accomplished using regular 
artist oil, which are tubes of 
concentrated pigment sold at 
art supply, hobby and some

Applying the stain to fiber- 
glass is mistake-free. If a 
section is too light, simply 
apply more stain. If a section 
is too dark, simply brush it 
out, wiping the excess stain t 
off the brush after every 
stroke.

Sometimes, he said, he gets the 
feeling that people are looking fw a 
free handout Other times, he as- 
sists people who really need a hand. 

Frank Chaff in, also a DAV 
member, said he signed up for the 
training classes because he thought 
he might be able to help. 

Ch^Tui, a tax consultant by pro- 
fession, said he has agisted about 
25 to 30 people since he began 
volunteering three years ago. 

"It's the psychic income you gel 
from it You sofptecis^ what you 
did and how ym helped pet^le." he 
said. "There's always something 
y(wi;^ leam in taxes." 

Oiaffin said that the majority of 
the people who seek assistance do 
so because they are afraid of making 
a mistake and getting ia trouble 
with the IRS. Some people, he 
said, could never even attempt to do 
their own taxes; some do and then 
have the volunteers check them for 
mistakes. 

"The big thrust we have is for 
people who cannot afford profes- 
sional services," said Barto. "We try 
to reach out to a good crossscc- 
tion." 

To l)ecome a volunteer, Barto 
said, one must posses a natural in- 
terest in taxes and be able to prepare 
their own returns. Often house- 
wives or residents with a business 
background, volunteer. 

"When we train, we train at a 
pretty good pace," she said. 

The assistance sites will begin 
operating on Feb. 1 at various 
locations across die city. Last year, 
VITA volunteers were stationed at 
the Oceanfront, Central and 
Kempsville Libraries, as well as at 
several closed sights. There were 
also six sites open for Tax Coun- 
seling for the Elderly. 

The u-aining classes will take 
place next week - Jan. 9,14 and 16 
from 6 to 9 p.m. at the DAV chap- 
ter house at 117 Sykes Avenue. 
Barto said she expects 20 to 25 
people to attend. 

"I'm sure there's a lot of people 
who don't know how to do their 
taxes," said Dispinette. "It was a

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Question: My civic organi- 
zation wants to start a recycling 
program in our neighborhood. 
Do you have any recycling tips 
that may be useful to us? 

Answer: A recycling pro- 
gram is a wise choice - particu- 
larly since our environment 
needs all the help it can get. 
Many communities that have al- 
ready implemented these pro- 
grams repwt a savings in limdnil 
and incinerator costs. The more 
we recycle, the longer our land- 
fills will last. But you will iKicd 
a commiunent by your orgffliiza- 
tion - everyone must work to- 
gether. 

There are basically two keys 
10 successful recycling: 

• Quality of materials; and 

• Quality of materials. 

As you already know, materials 
ihal are conl^inaled may not be 
recyclable. Therefore, recycling 
will involve a commitment to 
clean and separated materials. 
Likewise, the buyers of your ma- 
lerials must have a steady sup- 
ply. Thai's why everyone in 
your organization must work to- 
gether. 

Materials that can be recycled 
include: 

Glass, paper, metals, motor 
oil, rubber, plastics, yard waste, 
furniture and appliances. 

Here are some tips for prepar- 
ing you materials: 

• Glass - rinse, separate by 
color, store unbroken in boxes 
or bags; 

• Plastics - rinse, flatten and 
store; 

• Motor oil - store in a jclean, 
sealed container; 

• Metals - rinse, flatten and 
store; 

• Newspapers - remove card- 



board and glossy inserts. Tie in 
8" to 12" bundles or place in 
l»per bags and stack; 

• Corrugated cardboard - re- 
move staples and tape; Flatten, 
Slack and tie in bundles; 

• Remember, store all your 
recyclables. in a safe, dry area 
until ready to turn in.

Question: 1 recently bought a 
car and was pre^ured into buying 
credit life insurance when making 
the purchase.

This is according 
to a recent report done by the Con- 
sumer Federation of American and 
the National Insurance Consumer 
Organization. Credit life insurance, 
which is often sold by banks, auto 
dealers, finance companies and other 
creditors to consumers who are tak- 
ing out installment loans, promises 
to pay off the debt if the borrower 
dies. 

. The State Division of Consumer 
Affairs (DCA) is-warning con- 
sumers who already have compre- 
hensive life insurance that credit life 
insurance is unnecessary. It's not a 
good idea to purchase separate in- 
surance policies to cover various 
debts - it's best if they're all covered 
under one complete policy.

Of the ten Chesapeake residenu 
The Post randomly contacted by 
phone, only three admitted to 
naming their cars, or knowing 
anyone who did 

Chad Piver, a 17-year-old who 
lives on Butts Station Road, said he 
calls his Chevrolet truck, which he 
bought in Dec. of 1988, Christine. 

"I named her just for the fun of 
it," said this Great Bridge Christian 
Academy resident.

The services 
include medical attention, emo- 
tional support and the building of 
lifetime friendships. 

"We provide any kind of service 
the family needs," Lewis said, "not 
just to the ill children in the home, 
but to the whole family." 

Edmarc, the only exclusive chil- 
drens' hospice in the stale, not only 
serves Portsmouth families. "We 
provide services to all of Hampton 
Roads and we recently expanded to 
the Peninsula," Lewis said. The 
hospice caters to children between 
the ages of birth and 18. 

"We try to provide .anticipatory 
grief counseling for those who are 
having a hard time accepting the 
illness," Lewis said. "Children ac- 
cept tiKir death very well and are 
more concerned about how their 
parents will handle the situation. 
Some of them are so wise and so 
beauUful." 

There are currently 51 families 
involved in the EdmarC hospice 
program throughout Hampton 
Roads. Every family's situation is 
different, depending on the diagno- 
sis of the child and the way the 
family copes with the illness. Tlie 
children may be diagnosed as hav- 
ing "different types of cancers, cys- 
tic fibrosis, congenital heart defects, 
genetic diswders, sickle cell anemia 
or spina biHda. 

Attempts to interview family 
members failed. 

"Nurses go into the family's 
homes on a daily basis and imple- 
ment the treatment plan." Lewis 
said. "We all work under doctor's 
oidcrs." 

The nurses do a lot of die woit 
for Edmarc, Lewis said, because 
they are in the home more fre- 
quently than anycHie else. This al- 
lows the nurses to become friends 
with the families. 

"You get a lot from the fami- 
lies," said Sherry Crcidcr, an Ed- 
marc staff nurse. "It's like I have 
these littte extended families evoy- 
where. A bond develops with 
them." 

"They become part of tl» fam- 
ily," Lewis said. 

The nurses provide in-depth 
counselling, medical care, emo- 
tional support and are always avail- 
able for the families when problems 
arise. There is a number to call, 
with an answering ntachine, which 
will give available nurses' pager 
numbers so that they will be avail- 
able to the family on a 24-hcMir l»- 
sis. 

"The ideal situation for a termi- 
nally ill child is to have someone 
close to them," Creider said. "TTic 
families that you work with the 
most oftwi we the families that you 
get the closest to, howevw all of 
the families we wwk with make us 
feel that we arc hewing them out" 
Edmarc's primary goal is to make 
life as comfortable as possible tos 
the child and the other family 
members. Equipment such as 
hospital beds, wheetehairs and the 
like are iiaially hvd to set up in a 
home and Edmarc will help the 
families get tteir hwne set up and 
also help with the foltow up care.

It's been about 15 days since Dr. 
John S. Davis began his first offi- 
cial work day as acting superinten- 
dent of Virginia Beach schools. 

So far, Davis, who replaced for- 
mer Superintendent E. Carlton 
Bowyer, has received nothing but 
upraise from School Board members 
and administration. 

Davis, at a recent news confer- 
ence, said that his first two priori- 
: lies as acting superintendent will be 
to prepare a budget for the next 
: school year, and lo unify the many 
communities of the school divi- 
sion. 

"We hope to be able lo bring a 
budget to Ihe School Board and city 
10 ensure that our inslruclional 
: program remains a, very high qual- 
■ ity for the young people of our 
icily," said Davis, according to a 
. press release. 

Davis, former state superinten- 
dent of schools, was hired to lead 
the Virginia Beach school division 
after Bowyer was fired by the 
school board for ineffective leader- 
ship and lack of effective 
communication with personnel. 
While the board searches for a per- 
manent superintendent, Davis will 
reportedly face lough budget deci- 
sions. 

According lo a press release, stale 
education funds for Virginia Beach 
will be cut by $4.7 million for the 
next fiscal year. During the ncxl 
two months, Davis and school 
division officials will recommend 
possible reductions and cosi-saving 
measures lo the board lo meet the 
budget shortfall. 

At the news conference, Davis 
announced that a hiring freeze was 
in effect for all positions except for 
instructional. He also called for 
more in-service training. 

Davis added thai the communica- 
tion channels between his office and 
all employees would remain open 
and that he would make frcqucnl 
visits to schools lo talk with stu- 
dents, teachers, administrators and 
parents. 

Davi| served as Slate superinten- 
dent of education for more than 10 
years before relirine in 199(). He 
was superinlendcnt of Fairfax 



County Public Schools in Northern 
Virginia from 1970 to 1979. 

The Virginia Beach Sun recenUy 
surveyed school board and adminis- 
tration members to sec what their 
reactions were lo Davis' ideas and 
performance so far. 

School Board Chairman 
Gregory Stillman: "His per- 
formance has been outstanding. I've 
asked him to focus on budgetary 
problems and adminisu-ational or- 
ganization. I'm working with him 
on a daily basis. I could not be 
mwc pleased." 

Dr. M. Boyd Jones: "Mr. 
Davis is on the ball. He knows 
what he's doing. He's had the expe- 
riences."

And it's no wonder; salmon 
seems to be the fish of choice for 
many Virginia Beach residents. 

Although the fish cannot be 
found in Virginia waters, it is 
shipped here to restaurants and 
seafood markets from Norway, 
Canada and Chili. 

Frank Moncrief, owner of the 
Ocean Seafood Market on Laskin 
Road, said dial die salmon, which 
is farm-raised under contfoiled con- 
ditions, is one of his biggest sell- 
ers. So much so Uiat he has lo order 



new shipments every day. 

"We have fresh salmon on the 
line every day," he said. "When we 
first gel the fish they smell like 
water . They're very fresh." 

The Seafood Markcl and Restau- 
rant on 17ih Succt and Mediter- 
ranean Avenue also claims thai 
salmon is a frequently bought fish. 
According lo Manager John Gal- 
loway, the market only carries 
Norwegian salmon, which is sup- 
po.scd to be the highest quality 
salmon. 

"U'^upposcd lo be one of the 
bcilcrfish. It has the fish oil in it," 
he said. "It's just good and healthy 
for you. There's hardly any fal in ii. 
Ii^s godl fdr yourchoteslCfol." 

C|i!loway is referring to Omega 
3, an oil found in salmon that 
breaks down cholesterol in die

Many fish, such 
as tuna and swordfish are hard to 
find in the winter, but because 
salmon is farmed, il's available all 
year. 

"We sell a lot of il, cs[>ccially on 
the weekends. We have a big indux 
of Jewish patrons who like it a 
lot," said Evaldi. "It's so consistent 
because it's so fresh." 

The Lynnhavcfi Fjsh House, 
which is promoling Norwx-gian 
Salmon Week, serves numerous 
salmon dishes. Salmon is listed on 
the restaurant's menu as a fish of 
die day and can be ordered broiled, 
fried, poached, sleamed or grilled. 
Grilled .salmon seems to be the 
most popular way to prepare, ac- 



cording to both Evaldi and 
Lynnhaven Fish House Chef 
Joseph Zaremski. 

"People relate it with a healthy 
iish. it's difi&feiU,^»Jt^^ fish," 
.said Zaremski. 

At Gus', broiled salmon is die 
way to go, although blackened is 
also a favorite, said Evaldi. The fish 
itself is only popular, however, 
wiUi certain types of customers, he 
said. Some customers eat only 
while fish because il doesn't have a 
fishy mste. Salmon, on the other 
hand, has a distinct odor and 
suonger uiste, he said. 

Moncrief di.sagrees by saying the 
salmon does nol have a fishy taste; 
instead, he say's it's a very delicate 
fish. 

"Il's a delicious piece of meal, 

such a good laste," he said. "It's 

very easy lo prepare. Most people 

just broil it."

Volunteer Firefighter Paul Grubbs Finds Satisfaction In 
Saving Lives, Homes And Property

Paul Grubbs has lived a lot of 
places. His eight-year career as a 
Naval fhghl officer made sure of 
dial. 

Since he's setUed in Virginia 
Beach, Grubbs, who went off ac- 
tive duly last January, has had die 
opportunity to get more involved 
widi his community. 

Last Fet»iiary Grubbs traveled 
die half-mile from his Laurel 
Cove home to die Virginia Beach 
Company 8 fire station on Old 
Donauon Parkway to sign up for 
its volunteer firefighter course. 

"Il had always been kind of 
niggling around in die back of 
my mind," said Grubbs. "It's 
pretty well known dial ihe Vir- 
ginia Beach rescue services and 
fire department are voluniecr-ori- 
cnicd." 

When GrublK inquired about 
die volunu«r courses, die chief 
informed him that he had just 
missed the beginning of die 
course. Because the course is 
only offered twice a year, Grubbs 
had to wait until September to 
lake it 

In Uic mcanume, however, 
Grubbs enrolled in a 13-hour 
qualificauon program where he 
learned how to use die depart- 
ment's salvage mtck and ladder 



apparatus. He then went on sal- 
vage duty once every five weeks. 

"Il's kind of fun," he said. 
"Everyone's got a Hide bit of lil- 
lle kid in them. Everyone enjoys- 
going out on a red uuck widi ihc 
lights Hashing." 

Last Scpicmbcr, Grubbs signed 
up for die volunteer course, 
which is offered at the Virginia 
Beach Fire Training Academy on 
Birdneck Road. For more than 
three months, Grubbs .spent two 
nights a week and all day Satur- 
day in training. 

"It deals with the use of 
equipment, the care of it the 
proper way to ulili/e die ladders, 
"not lo mention how to actually 
fight fires," he said. 

As a uaincc, Grubbs, along 
with 17 odicr students, practiced 
rescue operations in smoke filled 
buildings and participated in bum 
drills, where Ik h^ lo rescue a 
mannequin from a burning house. 

"It doesn't bodicr me a whole 
lot As long as my equipment is 
operaUng property," he said. "Il 
gels your ^Irenaline flowing a 
Uttle." 

Although he's never been in- 
volvol in a real life dangerous 
situaUon, Grubbs said he doesn't 
suspect that he'd have a hard lime 
of it as long as his equipment 
was working properly. 

"Anyone who iclls you they're 
not afraid, though, is probably

In rJcccmbcr, Grubbs became a 
certified volunteer firefighter. So 
far, he has received his city ccr-

is complete, he will receive a 
slate certificate.

Oil Is Not Worth The Price

One of the more oft-stated reasons 
for our presence in the Persian Gulf 
is ihe world's economic need to keep 
its oil supply out of the hands of a 
madman. On the surface this %ems 
like a reasonable goal and a legiti- 
mate concern, for the interdepend- 
ence of the world's economies make 
a threat to one, a threat to all. 

In recognizing this, a case for the United States taking the lead in the Gulf 
can be mjKlc by drawing attention to our massive energy needs, and it seems 
10 follow that each nation would have an interest in finding a solution to thi.s 
crisis; that interest in proportion to its need for oil. 

I am not the first lo reduce the problems in the Gulf to basic (xonomic terms, 
nor the first to justify the national level of involvement in terms of economic 
necessity. This explanation is perhaps the easiest of those presented to defend. 
After all, our national indignation over the fact that Iraq attacked Kuwait seem 
somewhat self-serving if we rcmembw that we supported Iraq during its war 
with Iran. 

Now thai our government has reduced the reason for armed intervention to 
terms that we can understand: jobs, high gas prices and our right to have access 
to our oil, one could expect all citizens to rally to the side of the government 
as wc stand poised on the brink of war. The government may exprot this, but 
as of yet I remain urconvinced that trading blood for oil is a fair exchange. It 
would seem that several other countries agree with me since most have 
dcmonsuatcd a reluctance to provide the basic raw material necessary for this 
trade - soldiers, sailors and Marines. 

What weight can I give to arguments about the wwld's dependence on the 
Gulf oil when German and Japanese officials continue to justify their non- 
parUcipaUon on the fact they get .so little of iheir oil from the Gulf that it doesn't 
make sense for them to risk their citizens' lives? It a^tears that cmly our 
government cmi so: an economic im|»ct on the worU's eccmcmiy. It makes 
«ic wonder who was buying all the Gulf oil. If our nation is right, ihai it 
aRxiars lo mc that wc arc in the position of ensuring a cheap oil supply for our 
major economic competitors at the cost of American lives and jobs. 

There isacertain irwiy in scndingyoung people off to war only to have these 
veterans rciiim home lo a nation thai cannoi offer them pbs.

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Vne Helschober Referendum

If anybody had any doubts as to 
who runs Virginia Beach, the City 
Council meeting on Jan. 8 should 
have made it voy clear that it is 
Councilman Harold Heisch(4)ar and 
his pals on the council. 

llie issues woe two resolutions on 
the agenda prepared by Coun- 
cilwoman Ret» McClamm. One re- 
quested the General Assembly to 
amend the charter of Virginia Beach 
to authorize the dir^t election of the 
School Board. The second requested 
they initiate procedures for a Consti- 
tutional Amendment to aulhcmze the 
direct electioQ.of school boards having taxing auth(Mity. 

The council could have adopted either at even bodi of the resolutions. By so 
doing they would have reafTirmed the city's kmg standing su|qx»t, and that of 
its residents, for an elected school board at a lime when there is the strongest 
possibility in years for approval by the current session of the General Assem- 
bly. There is a little doubt that the general public, not only of Virginia Beach 
but of tl.e entire state, wish to abolish the anachronism of appdnted school 
boards. 

But Councilman Heischober, possibly piqued by adverse publicity in the 
local press on the.recent appointees to the school board or possibly pressured 
by those who wish to ntaintain appointed school boards, showed his political 
muscle by introdiKing and getting approved a substitute resolution calling for 
yet another referendum by the voters in November 1991. It was approved by 
asix-io-five vote with the help of his usual allies, Councilmen Baum.Clybum, 
Fentress, Jones and Sessoms. Some members of this group, by the way, have 
voiced opposition in the past to the use of referendums vice action by council. 

In effect, this resolution wiped out any t)fficial support by the city for an 
elected school board and may be instrumental in the failure to get approval for 
elected school b^ds in this session of the Genial Assembly. It is hard to 
believe that this reflects the wishes of the pe(q>le of Virginia Beach. 

It is interesting to note that the following night, in the same council 
chambers, the members of tlw Council of Civic Organizations voted to send 
letters to all membos of of Virginia Beach's delegation to the Goieral 
Assembly urging that they mppon legislation for an elected school board. 

The Heischober Referendum on the November ballot will probably be of 
little consequence, but the voters have a great opportunity for a special 
referendum of their own by voting against the i^lection of any membo' of the 
Virginia Beach delegation to the General Assembly who failed to woric 
diligently in this session for elected school boards. In those cases where an 
incumbent is not running for reelection, thai the vote should go to the candidate 
who pledges to give his full support to bringing Virginia into the 20th Century 
and so join the rest of the other 49 states that allow elected school boards. 






Consumer Q And A's 



The following information is 
presented as a public service by The 
Virginia Beach Sun. 

Question: I'm getting ready to 
prepare my taxes and am not sure if 
I need a tax preparer or noL Could 
you give me some tips on how to 
choose a tax preparer in case I do 
decide I need one? 

Answer: It's important to as- 
sess your situation carefully before 
deciding whether or not you shoukl 
pay for the services of a tax pre- 
parer. You may be able to do just 
as good a job as a professional if 
you take the time to read the in- 
suiictions thoroughly and seek as- 
sistance from the Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS) when needed. The 
IRS offers free assistance to con- 
sumers who have trouble filling out 
their tax forms. 

Of course, if your tax situation is 
a fairly complex one you may find 
that a tax preparer is needed. There 
are different types of tax preparers, 
often differing greatly in education 
and uaining. An enrolled agent is 
certified by the IRS after having 
worked for five years as an IRS au- 
ditor or after passing a government 
exam. Enrolled agents are autho- 
rized to represent you before the 
IRS. 

A certified public accountant 
(CPA) has passed a professional 
qualifying exam. CPA's are also 
authorized to represent you before 
the IRS. A public accountant may 
liave special accounting training, 
but has not been certified and can- 
not represent you before the IRS. 
An attorney has passed the bar 
exam and is authorized to represent 
you before the IRS. Howevw, he or 
she may or may not have q>ecial 
tax training. Any other individual 
with the title of "tax preparer" may 
or may not be ^Uially qualified, 
depending on their firm's training 
and experiehe<; requimnents. 

It's a good ^1^ 10 shop around 
for a tax preparer with the kind of 
experience you want. Call several 
and ask specific questions about 
their qualifications. The Federal 
Trade Commission suggests that 
consumers ask the following ques- 
tions when selecting a tax prep»<^ 

• "What is your training or expe- 
rieiKe in prqiaring tax returns?" 

• "How do ywi clwck fw axu- 
racy? Will someone else double- 
check my return? If so, will it be 
reviewed fw arithmetic errtws only 
or also fcM' errOTS in tax -law inter- 
pretation?" 

• "Approximately how much will 
preparing my taxes cost? How is 
that fee dweimined?" 

• "Where can you be reached \ateit 
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in the year, if I need help with an 
audit?" 

• "Can you represent me if the 
IRS audits my return? What will 
you charge?" 

Keep in mind that you are ulti- 
mately responsible for any addi- 
tional tax, interest or penalty as- 
sessed, even if the work was guar- 
anteed by the tax preparer. It is, 
therefore, important to check the 
return yourself after it is prepared to 
make sure that all of the informa- 
tion is correct 

If you decide to prepare your 
taxes, yourself, there arc a number 
of IRS publications which you can 
-order free at the following address: 
Forms Disu-ibulion Center, P.O. 
Box 25866, Richmond, Va. 23289. 
If you have a question on tax topics 
and refund status, you can all the 
IRS at 1-800-TAX-4477, or if you 
need any other assistance, call 1- 
800-829-1040. 

Question: I've heard a lot 
lately about the hazards of asbestos. 
How can I tell if it's in my home, 
and if it is, how hazardous can it be 
to me and my family? 

Answer: Asbestos is a mineral 
fiber which, in the past, was added 
to a variety of products to 
strengthen them and to provide heat 
insulation and fue resistance. Un- 
less it is clearly labeled, you can't 
tell whetho- a material contains as- 
bestos just by looking at it. Don't 
panic if you think you may have 
asbestos in your home because the 
mere presence of this fiber does not 
specifically mean it's hazardous. 

The danger is created when as- 
bestos materials become damaged 
over time and are released into the 
air you breathe. If you think or 
know that this fiber is present in 
your home, have it inspected im- 
mediately by a professional. Do 
not touch or disturb any materials 
you suspect to contain asbestos. 
Generally, material in good condi- 
tion will not release the fibers. 

Breathing high levels of asbestos 
can lead to an increased risk of lung 
cancer, mesothelioma, a cancer of 
the lining of the cheit and the ab* 
dominal cavity, and asbestc^is, in 
which the lungs become scarred 
with fibrous tissue. However, 
most people exposed to small 
amounts of asbestos do not (kvetop 
these health problems.

The 1991 General Assembly is in session and much of our atten- 
tibW'for the next 4S days will be directed to our delegates and sena- 
tcrrs in Richmond. Governor Wilder opened the session last week and 
talked about his solution to some of the hard realities for the coming 
year. He came up short on funding for public education, particularly 
when he determined that $200 million in reserve funds should not be 
used to offset cuts in basic aid to the 136 school divisions in Vir- 
ginia. 

It will be an uphill battle, but one of our most important propos- 
als is to allow voting citizens in each locality the opportunity to 
decide if they want to earmaik an additional 1/2-cent sales tax for 
education. Our local school board understands this need painfully well 
and we hope that our delegates and senators in the General Assembly 
will allow the voters to decide. 

The governor's proposal to use money from the literary fund to 



Another of our proposals that ultimately 
would save the taxpayers money would be to 
allow less than full-time employees access to 
the retirement system, 

offset employee retirement costs, and then allow local boards to sell 
bonds to gel capital improvement money they normally would bor- 
row from the Literary F*nd, could be very helpful. The critical point 
would be the willingness of the state to offset any difference in the 
rate of interest charged by the Literary Fund and the rale offered in

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Deveiopment Of Religious Freedom 



Five years ago on Jan. 16, 1986, Vir»i^i^vc^iim)emorated the bi- 
centennial of the passage by the Generju Assemblyof the Statute for 
Religious Freedom. In 1786, the author, Thomas Jefferson, ^stated, "It 
is honorable for us to have produced the first legislature who had the 
courage to declare that the reason of man may be trusted with the for- 
mation of his own opinions." 

Although religious freedom has always been a major motive for im- 
migration to America, the majority of the colonies had established 
churches. People were compelled to pay taxes for the support of these 
churches and, in some cases, were fined for failure to attend services. 

In fact, the first Charter of Virginia includes the goal of 
"propagating Christian Religion (Anglican Church, understood) to 
such People as yet live in Darkness and miserable ignormce of the 
true knowledge and Worship of God ..." Freedom of religion did not 
exist in Virginia in those early days.

Heischober Suggests Elected School Board Referendum

Councilman Harold Heischober 
played his ace in a hole and won 
City Council support - just 
barely - for a November 
referendum on elected school 
boards. 

This means that the city will 
not ask the General Assembly to 
do anything this session in 
regard to legislation that would 
permit localities to elect school 
boards. At present, school boards 
are appointed by the localities' 
governing bodies. 

But it does not mean that the 
General Assembly will not 
consider this issue. Legislation 
is being submitted during the 
current session at the request of 
other localities to permit elected 
school boards. If such 
legislation is passed, the city 
may not lose too much tiiie 
switching over to elected school 
hoards. 

While council discussed the 
relative merits of two resolutions 
introduced respectively by 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
and Mayor Meyera Obemdorf, 
Heischober pulled out his own 
resolution which would be two- 
pronged: Should the City Counci 
request the General Assembly 
(1992) to allow the city to 
amend the city charter to permit 
elected school boards and should 
ihe elected school board be 
granted taxing authority? 

Heischober said that the 
referendum would give council 
time to solve the question. 

Submitted as a substitute mo- 
tion, Heischober's motion killed 
an earlier motion adopting a 
resolution requested by 
McClanan to ask the General 
Assembly to enact an amendment 
to the City Charter to provide foi 
direct election of the school 
board. 

Included with the resolution 
was an amendment which 
addressed dciails of the election, 
such as rcprcscnialion which 
would have mirrored the make-t^) 
of the council, and election 



aaies. the first elections would 
have been held in May of 1992. 
Details of the amendment, said 
Senator Moody S tailings, who 
was in the council chamber, 
could be changed later. 

Heischober's action also effec- 
tively killed a resolution 
requested by Obemdorf which 
would have requested die General 
Assembly to indicate procedures 
authorizing direct election of the 
school board with taxing 
authority. The extension of the 
taxing authority would have 
involved a constitutional 
amendment and the General 
Assembly would have to consider 
the issue at two sessions. Also, 
legislators are reluctant about 
changing the constitution. 

Following the 6-5 vote for 
Heischober's resolution. 
Obemdorf said that her proposal 
would be passed over 
indefinitely. 

Voting with Heischober were 
Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress, 
and Councilmen John A. Baum. 
William D. Sessoms Jr., Louis 
R. Jones and Robert W. Clybum. 
Voting against the motion were 
Councilmen James W. Brazier 
Jr., and Paul J. Lanteigne; 
Councilwomen Reba McClanan 
, and Nancy Parker; and Mayor 
Meyera Obemdorf. 

Heischober said that the direct 
election, if voted on in the 1992 
General Assembly session, would 
push an election at the Beach to 
about 1995. 

Heischober remarked that eight 
persons spoke at the earlier 
public hearing and that while 
most wanted directly-elected 
school boards, they were divided 
over whether the board should 
have taxing powers. He said that 
a number of questions have come 
up and that a referendum will 
"give us lime to solve 
quesliotts." 

John D. Moss, who was 
usually an adversary of 
Heisc>ober when he was on 
council, sent in a statement on 
the issue in which he criticized 
holding a public hearing on 
elected school boards at 2 p.m. 
in the afternoon. The public 



hearing is required in lieu of a 
referendum by state law. 

He said that the school board's 
position against elected school 
boards is "disappointing." 

Moss' strategy was generally 
in line with McClanan's 
proposal. He suggested that the 
General Assembly adopt a 
general law allowing for local 
option elected school boards 
without taxing authority. Voters 
in communities that prefer this 
option could proceed without 
delay. At the same time, the 
General Assembly could put in 
motion the process of amending 
the stale's Constitution to 
provide for local option elected 
school boards with taxing 
authority. 

He said this would eliminate 
the political games being played 
by some who say they are for 
elected school boards but only '' 
with taxing authority, while as 
members of the General 
Assembly they work behind the 
scenes to see the constitutional 
barriers to granting taxing 
authority remain. 

His position, he said, is ir 
favor of elected school boards 
with limited taxing authority. 

Maurice Jackson, chairman of 
the Council of Civic 
Organizations, s^id that the 
council favored elected school 
boards without taxing authority. 
A referendum was held in 1987 
in which citizens voted in favor 
of elected school boards with 
limited taxing authority. City 
Attorney Leslie Lilley said, 
however, that the referendum, /or 
General Assembly consideration 
purposes, is null and void 
because no action was taken on 
the referendum in subsequent 
General Assembly sessions. 

Heischober said that the 
economy has changed since Uien 
and the public may recognize 
that. 

Maury Bailey said that die school 
board job should not be considered 
as a rung in the ladder to higher of- 
fice. He said that Uie bowA should 
MM. be overloaded wiUi one group. 
He criticized the present selection 
process, saying that he did not be- 



lieve council spent enough time 
making the four recent appoint- 
ments. Since council does not have 
the lime, the job should be turned 
over to the general public, he said. 
He said, however, that a 
municipality with more than one 
taxing agency would suffer. 

Claudette Thomure. representing 
the Virginia Beach Education 
Association, said an elected school 
board should have accountability. 
Unless the elected boards become a 
reality, she said, the city should 
find another selection process. 

Fenu«ss said that he would have 
a difficult time supporting elected 
school boards without the taxing 
audiority. 

Brazier said that he did not want 
to tie the constitutional amendment 
to elected school boards because he 
did not want to depend on die entire 
state to pass the constitutional 
' amendment i^ 

"This is an item the public 
wants," Stallings said, and 



"strangely enough, if the public 
wants something politicians give it 
to them, especially in an election 
year." 

Baum said that an elected school 
board is "just another quick fix. 
Everybody thinks it's going to get 
better." He said Uiat the council was 
reacting too quickly. Of die election 
process, he said, "not everybody 
likes to shake hands and talk to 
people." He also referred to poli- 
' ticking by women "under hair dry- 
ers." (Obemdorf remarked that 
women don't sit under hair dryers 
anymore.) 

Baum said that politicians 
promise too much and Uiat widi an 
elected school board, die city will 
get two big bodies. 

Brazier said dmt die public has 
made it clear diey want some input. 

Replied Heischober, "let's put 
both questions to the public. The 
public has to understand that a 
publicly-elected school board will 
not solve all die problems with oi 



widtout taxing authority." 

If the constitutional question is 
addressed by die General Assembly 
this year, said Lanteigne, there 
would be no need for die referen- 
dum. 

Heischober said dial it was hardly 
likely dial diis matter would be ad- 
dressed. "If so, we have reversed 
many resolutions." 

Heischober said dial in 1987 die 
people voted for an elected school 
board widi limited taxing audiority, 
but dial die people did not under- 
stand what limited taxing audiority 
would be. He said dial he did not 
understand. 

Jones said that before he sup- 
ported any resolution he wanted 
more answers. He said dial he sup- 
ported Heischober's motion 
"because it gives us the opportunity 
to act more sensitively to die prob- 
lems." 



Moss Presents State Of The Economy Message 



Former Councilman John D. 
Moss believes die city can do more 
widi less. 

In his own stale-of-the economy 
message presented to council about 
die same lime as die staffs official 
forecast for the next five years. 
Moss reminded council dial in 1987 
he identified areas to reduce die 
"budget and stressed dial "we had 
more government than our cidzens 
had die income lo pay for." 

He said dial die cidzens should 
establish a policy so that they 
would not permit the "city bureau- 
cracy to enrich itself al die expoise 
of reducing the disposal incwnc in 
real terms of its citizens." 

He said dial aldiough die city's 
per capita income was falling be- 
hind die national and state average 
in 1989, per capiu (tebl iiKreascd 
significanUy. He said dial die cost 
of government roK 103 percent, or 
50 percent faster dian family in- 
come. 

He suggested that bon^seferen- 
Auns be placed on die b^kM during 
die May ctHincilmanic ela:tions so 



that the public voting on the 
smaller-turoout elections would be 
voting on the refcrendums. Gener- 
ally referendums involving tax in- 
creases are placed on the November 
ballot. 

Moss said that the problem is 
"loo much spending rather than a 
revenue shortfall." In an October 
Wall Street Journal, he said, Vir- 
ginia was reported as being 1 0th in 
state income tax per capita - ahead 
of California. 

Moss also look issue with mu- 
nicipal salaries £uid suggested cotm- 
cil shouU sex an example by reduc- 
ing its own salaries by ten percent, 
reducing the salaries of its council 
appoin^es and employees on die 
Executive Pay Plai by five percent 
and asking die school board to do 
the same. 

He said that die salary of die av- 
erage cily employee is approxi- 
mately $25,000 counting benefits, 
die avera^ teacher salary is around 
$32,000 while die Virginia Beach 
private sector woiters rKcive just 
under $18,000. 



"It is certainly easy to understand 
why die tens of diousands of work- 
ers making less dian $18,000 are 
fiscally stres.sed uying lo support 
dieir municipal brothers and sisters. 

Moss notes that affordable town- 
homes, garden condos, and small 
lot develo|Mncnts of the early '80s 
have been and remain the non-ap- 
preciating real estate tax parcels 
widi intensive demands for expen- 
sive public services. He said there 
is "no way local government . . . . 
can provide housing at any lower 
costs widioul Mlditional subsidies, 
which we cannot affwd. Subsidies 

dcNi't sl(^ with just housing," he 
said, "but extend to increasing sub- 
sidies for public iransporlalion and 
social services. 

"If we do nol focus on die high 
wage crealiwi economic develop- 
ment suategy, die families neaiing 
assistance are going to increase 
faster dian die number who do 
mH." he said.

Martha Hollinger, Of The Old Time Gospel Singers,

Martha Hollinger always loved 
to sing, but she was simply too 
shy to ever pursue it.

Americans To Take Part In Wildlife Survey 



Beginning in January 1991, 
Virginia Beach residents may be 
among some 130,000 Americans 
who will take part in the 1991 
National Survey of Fishing. 
Hunting and Wildlife-Associated 
Recreation. 

The survey has been conducted 
every five years since 1955. for 
the Interior Department's U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service, by the 
U.S. Census Bureau. It updates 
information about fish- and 
wildlife-associated recreational 
activities in each of the 50 
states. 

The national survey is financed 
by hunters, anglers and boaters 
through the payment of excise 
taxes on sporting arms, ammu- 
nition, fishing equipment and 
motorboat fuels. The survey data 
are used by individual state fish 
and game agencies to estimate 
demands for wildlife recreation 
ahd to spot trends in participa- 
tion and expenditures. 

Participation is strictly volun- 
tary and all responses are kept 



confidential. Data collected will 
be used for statistical purposes 
only; no participant can be 
identified from the 'information 
released in the report. 

The 1991 survey is the first to 
be conducted by telephone alone. 
Prior surveys used a combination 
of telephone contacts and in- 
person interviews. Interviews are 
to begin in early .January 1991, 
with a screening of some 
130,000 randomly selected 
households. From this, a repre- 
sentative sample will be chosen 
to include 40,000 selected 
hunters and anglers and 28,000 
individuals who participate in 
other forms of wildlife-related 
recreation. 

Participants will be called 
three times during the course of 
the year and asked about dieir 
outdoor recreation activities. 
They will be asked such ques- 
tions as how often they fished, 
hunted or watched wildlife; where 
tRby did it; and how much time 



and money they spent in con- 
junction with these activities. 

Conducted for the Service by 
the U.S. Bureau of the Census, 
preliminary findings will be 
available in fall 1992, and the 
final results published by spring 
of 1933. Information about the 
report's availability will be an- 
nounced at that time. 

Last conducted in 1985. the 
survey revealed approximately 



140 million Americans, or 77 
percent of the total U.S. popula- 
tion 16 years of age and older, 
enjoyed some form of wildlife- 
related recreation. This group in- 
cluded 46.4 million anglers, 
16.7 million hunters and 134.7 
million others who participated 
in other wildlife-related 
recreation such as photography, 
birdwatching or feeding wildlife.

Middle Scliool Activity Reviewed 



Junior varsity interscholastic 
athletics and a greatly expanded 
intramural program should re- 
place junior high interscholastic 
athletic competition when- Vir- 
ginia Beach public schools con- 
vert to middle schools in 1992, 
according to a proposal adopted 
by the school division's Middle 
School Steering Committee. 

The proposal calls for the cre- 
ation of junior varsity athletic 
teams in football, field hockey, 
boys' and girls' basketball and 
soccer, wrestling, softball and 
baseball. Eighth-, ninth-, and 
tenth-grade students would be 
eligible to play on the junior 
varsity teams. Which would com- 
pete against other Beach District 
schools only. 

Sixth-, seventh-, and eighth- 
grade students in the division's 
middle schools are expected to 
benefit from the expansion and 
enhancement of intramural ath- 
letic opportunities. 

The proposed ALL-STAR In- 



tramural Program (All Students 
Team Up For Athletics and 
Recreation) would provide an 
opportunity for all middle school 
students to participate in a vari- 
ety of athletic and fitness activi- 
ties designed to assist in the de- 
velopment of the adolescent siu- 
dent physiologically, 

psychologically and socially. 

Schools will have the flexibil- 
ity to create some of their own 
extracurricular activities. The

Whichever way is chosen, people 
can save time by having certain 
documents handy. They will need 
their Social Security card or a record 
of the number. They must also 
have a birth certificate and.the birth 
certificates of Uieir spouse and chil- 



dren (if they. too. are filing for 
benefits), as well as evidence of re- 
cent earnings. This would be the 
Form W-2 or self-onplc^ment tax 
return for the two most recent tax 
years. 

People who want benefit pay- 
ments deposited direcUy into a bank 
account should have a checkbook or 
bank passbook in order to give the 
correct bank account information.

Rachel Taytor doesnt bdieve 
in being bored. 

Sim^ i^e graduitted from 
Longwood CoU^, thai the , 
Faimville State Teachers Col- 
1^. m 1945. she's wotked and 
wcvked, all u> benefit ocber peo- 
ple. 

Taytor, a Boulevud Msnr 
resident, had always dreamed of 
being a school teacher. Although 
now said she doesn't miss the 
leaching, Taylor still looks t»ck 
fondly on her 30-year teaching 
caroo-. ' 

Tayk)r's Hrst assignment out 
of college was in Norfolk teach- 
ing Hrst grade at Norview Ele- 
mentary. She taught S3 chiblren 
for three weeks before being 
transferred to Coleman Place El- 
ementary. That same year, she 
was transferred to a third school. 
Crossroads Elementary. 

"If I could tackle that I was 
home free," she said about the 
frequent moves. 

That same year, TaykM- met her 
husband Harold, a Norview High 
School government teacher, at a 
faculty beach party. They met in 
September, were engaged in 
October and married in December. 

"My mother though I'd tost 
my mind," said Taylor. "It lasted 
almost 40 years." 

Taylor taught at Crossroads for 
two years before she moved to 
Windsor. Va.. where she had at- 



tended high school. After one 
year, she went bck to Crossn»ds, 
only to Find out that her husband 
had been called back into the ser- 
vice and they had to move to 
Maiyland. 

When the Taylors moved 
nord), ttey decided it was time 
for family. Taylor became pr^- 
nant with h« first child and put 
leaching on Irald tas about six 
years. 

When diey moved beck to 
Virginia Beach, the Tayk)rs did 
somediing that was omdsidered a 
"no-no." They both worked at the 
same school. 

Taylor's husband had become 
principal at Sherwood forest Ele- 
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mentary School, whkh 
cdncidentally happeooA vo have 
two teaching vacancies. Taytor 
taught there for (Hie year but then 
left "because husband iuid wife 
were not supposed to be in the 
same school." 

She was then placed in Fair- 
lawn Elemoitary where she re- 
mained for the next 22 years, all 
the while teaching first grade. 

"I tove the little children, lliey 
came to you knowing noUiing. 
What they learned, you taught 
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them," she said. 

In those (teys. teachers were 
required to woik six- hour diySi 
but in split shifu. Some leadiers 
taught from 8:30 a.m. until 
noon, but had 10 stay until 2 
p.m. to hdp the leadier whose 
shift was from noon to 4 pjn. 

Taylor also said that during tip 
war. the school systems had to 
accept teachers who didn't evM 
have tfieir leaching d^rees be- 
cause there was such a shortage. 
Most teachers were women, even 
those who taught physical educa- 
tion and musu, she said. 

Taytor retiied idxNit dght years 
ago, but aill misses the fun she 
used to have with her students. 
She still has a link to her teach- 
ing days; she's a member of the 
Retired Teachers Association, 
which meets at Met Park once a 
month. 



Now that her career is ovo', 
Taylor has time to give of ho^lf 
to more dian just chtMren.

If the city doesn't change its 
ways, if it doesn't do things differ- 
ently from the way they have been 
done traditionally, the services 
which its citizens have come to ex- 
pect will be cut drastically over die 
next five years. 

This was die message delivered 
by die staff to City Council re- 
coitly at a work session.. 

In a report entitled 
"Opportunities, Constraints and 
Threats." die staff presented diree 
scenarios showing what may 
hai^ied to services under various 
revenue assumptions. City Manager 
Aubrey V. Watts Jr. said that die 
report contained "our best forecast 
in uncertain times . . . what we be- 
lieve can occur undo* various finan- 
cial conditions . . . Every forecast 
requires some change in die way die 
govenunent has done diings in die 
past" 

He said diat die report was one of 
die more professionally prepared. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said 
that she did not know of any other 
municipality diat has done diis. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said diat he did not see the forecast 
as bsKl news, but a warning of what 
might happen "if we don't lake 
immediate action." If the city does 
not take action, to address the 
changing stale of the economy, he 
said, "that will be the bad news. 
"This will be a tool to manage die 
budget" 

Added Councilman William D. 
Sessoms Jr.: Addressing diis i^m 
trom a position of strength places 
Virginia Beach far ahead of odier 
ciues. 

Lending strengdi to die forecast 
was the interim financial statement 
prepared by the Finance Depart- 
ment. Finance Director Giles Dodd 
said that revenues are not coming in 
as anticipaied across the board. He 
said, however, dial while die city is 
shOTt $6.9 million in tlw general 
fund, diat shortage is offset by less 



The city has been hit not only by 
lower local revenues dian antici- 
pated, mosdy because of die slow- 
ing in growth, but by decreased al- 
locations from die state and federal 
governments, and the impact of the 
Middle East crisis. 

The report shows die continuing 
transfer from the general fund to 
schools. Now. local revenues com- 
prise 42.2 percent of die school 
: system's annual operating budget, 
whereas diis share comprised only 
39 percent of die school budget in 
1987. 

The shift from 39 percent in fis- 
cal 1987 to 42.2 percent in 1991 is 
a shift of $9.1 1 million, almost 80 
percent of which has occurred in die 
last diree yeius. 

A continuation of this pattern 
will impact the city budget and the 
services it can provide the citizens, 
said Block. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that he feels dial the city manager 
has made a strong effort on the city 
side, "but my concern is whether 
that's being done on the school 
side. Let's see what the school 
board is doing." 

Councilman Paul J. Lanteigne 
remarked diat die school system has 
seen revenues go down, but costs 
keep going up. 

Watts said that copies of the re- 
port are being given to die school 
bomL 

Councilman Robert W. Clybum. 
a former school board member, said 
that council was "getting into a 
school-teishing mode, and I resent 
that." He said that die teachers 
salaries have doubled since 1980 
and a lot of die costs are mandated 
by die state. 

He said that he did not want to 
see too much cutting in die police 
department because crime will go 
up, but at the same time he didn't 
want to see die school system go- 
ing down either. "They're talking 
about cutting out the gifled and tal- 
ented program."

In none of the scenarios will the 
city be able to continue to provide 
all of its services at die same level 
or in die same matliieir, according to 
die report, and "if die shifting of 
resources from city programs to the 
school system continue it will ne- 
cessitate ixogram and service cut- 
backs of an even greater magnitude 
in basK sovices." 

During the past five years the 
general fund revenue has grown 
$157.4 million. The anticipated 
growth over the forecast period 
ranges from approximately $97.11 
million in one scenario to $50.7 
million in die lowest 

None of die fmecasls includes a 
real estate tax increase. Although 



since 1984 the real estate taxes be- 
gan to become the predominate 
revenue source for die city. The re- 
port suggests diat an alternative to 
further dqiendence on die real estate 
tax is to implement new or in- 
creased fees for servkxs. 

But such fees are not accepted 
widioat an outcry from die citizens. 

In the formal session later, Bill 
Dilton, former president of die Vir- 
ginia Beach Restaurant Association, 
objected to paying an additional fee 
for mote frequent refuse collection 
at Beach business establishments. 

The report provides a list of 
questions for council which it plans 
to consider in a series of work- 
shops. 



City Reconsiders Jail Program 



Virginia Beach City Council 
which dropped out of the regional 
jail program last fall, will recon- 
sider participating in die prelimi- 
nary study at next Monday's meet- 
ing. 

Council withdrew from the pro- 
gram pardy because of what it be- 
lieves is an inequitable allocation of 
the study cost - Virginia Beach 
would be assuring 40 percent of the 
cost while using only 25 percoit of 
die facility, and because of a num- 
ber of unanswoed questtons. 

Ardiur Collins, director of the 
Southeastern Virginia Planning 
District, told Council he still did 
not want to divulge die anticipated 
cost of the study because he was 
still negotiating widi the ccmsul- 
tant. 

The advantages of die regional 
jail program me diat die state would 
contribute up to 50 percent of the 
cost of the facility with no cap 
,whereas it presendy contributes up 
to $1.2 million for tocal £acilities. 

Aldiough eight localities com- 
prise the planning district, several 
have opted to fmn their own re- 
gtonal jail because of the distance 
di^ woidd be involved in a jail diat 
cover a larger area. When Virginia 
Beach decided not to partkipaie in 
die ptogtdm, the planning district, 
said Collins, stvted negotiating for 
a contract for die three cities inv- 
ested in die regional jail - Norfolk, 
Chesqie^. and Poitsmpudi, where 
die jail would be tocaied. 

The cost of die study was divided 
among die localitiobwi die teisis of 
population. This cost, however, 
wouM not be |»id by die localities 
if the jail were built The cost 
would be inducted in die finance for 



die facility. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that if die city did not go along 
it would not be eligible for the 
nmte fiivoraUe sme funding. 

Collins reminded council diat die 
state cud»cks do not involve jails. 
He also said diat regional facilities 
will have priority over local facili- 
ties. 

Since die state has agreed to pay 
"up to "50 percent of the cost, 
Councilman Paul Lanteigne said 
diat there is no guvantee diat die 
city will get as much as SO percent 
* McClanan said that the Eacility is 
a loi^ way down die road and that 
she was inclined to diink the city 
shouU continue to participate in the 
study. She said that Virginia Beach 
is a large city, as large as some re- 
gions, but diat the city should keqi 
its opticHis open. 

Councilman James W. Brazio' 
said the city wouM be paying the 
lion's share for a consultant' "for 
somediing we may need die least" 

Collins said that the General As- 
sembly has not been convinced to 
change the law so that die largn- 
cities can be consictered r^ons. As 
a region die city wouU get iq> to SO 
pocent help in building jails, with 
no cap. 

Ccrflins said diat he needed the 
(tecisions by next Wednesday so 
that die cxxioact widi die consultant 
can be amended to include Viipnia 
Beach. 

Reconsideration was ^^xoved by 
a 7-4 vote widi Brazier and Com- 
cilmen Louis R. Jones, Paul 
Lanteigne and William D. Sessoms

three or four runs with the engine 
crew. As a volunteer, he is re- 
quired to put in 12 hours of sal- 
vage duty and eight hours of en- 
gine duty per month. Grubbs said 
he reports to the station several 
times a week. 

"You put in the time that you 
can," he said. 

Of the calls to which Grubbs 
has responded, most have been 
medical calls involving heart at- 
tack victims and unconscious pa- 
tients. 

But, so far, Grubbs has not 
been forced into a flaming build- 
ing. He has spent a lot of time 
with the salvage crew, cleaning 
up after fues and finding hidden 
flres among the rubble. 

Although volunteering for the 
Ore deparunent takes almost as 
much time as if he were a paid 
firefighter, Grubbs said it hasn't 
affected his family life. His wife. 



who was once a volunteer rescue 
squad member in Maryland, un- 
derstands his desire to help, he 
said. The fact that the job is dmi- 
gertxis had no bearing on his de- 
cision; it's no more dangerous 
than when he flew planes off of 
aircraft carries, he said. 

Even though he may 1 
away from his wife and three- 
year-old son to respond to an 
emo'gency, Gnibbs said that it is 
worth it 

"If in the long run you help 
save a life or a house, it's worth 
it It's nice to be able to help 
people," he said. 

Grubbs said he has considered 
locking into becoming a paid 
fu-eflghter. His decision hinges, 
however, on his wife's job status. 
She is currently a staff nurse on 
active duty at die Portsmouth 
Naval Hospital and has orders to 
report to Cuba. But, as an expec- 
tant mother, she will wait a few 
more months until the baby is 
bom, before she leaves. 



Grubbs said he woukl be inter- 
ested in making nrefighting a ca- 
reer, but it may be difHcult in 
Virginia Beach, since the city has 
tightened its budget It may be 
possible, however, to pursue a 
job in Chesapeake, Norfolk or on 
the Naval bases, he said. 

If he did decide to pursue Hre- 
fighting, Grubbs would be re- 
quired to go through regional 
training school five days a week 
for four months. . 

If a fireflghting career doesn't 
pan out Grubbs said, he will try 
to get accepted into the Navy's A 
6 Resove Unit. He also hopes to 
obtain his private pilot's license 
and reach his commercial and in- 
structor rating so he can teach. 

But for now, he will remain 
on call, waiting to hop on the 
truck and save a life or a home. 

"I enjoy being able to help 
people, plus it's a lot of fun," he 
said. "I can't envision that not 
being worthwhile."

As the only restaurant 
in the area that is participating in 
the event the Fish House is hoping 
to "promote Norwegian salmon and 
promote business," Kyrus said. 

With Bjordal at the helm, the 
restaurant's variety of salmon dishes 
will include creamed salmon soup; 
salmon' consomme; salmon mousse 
with capeline caviar sauce; mari- 
nated salmon with creamed potatoes 
and mustard sauce; salmon roUade 
with com and wild rice in ginger 
sauce; salmon and white fish ragout 
with artichokes and shiitake mush- 
rooms; and more. 

"It's a very nice fish. We've been 
promoting it for a long time. We 
have a lot of clientele who love 
salmon. They come here and that's 
all they order," said Kyrus. 

Zaremski, who has been the Fish 
House's chef for five years, said that 
Norwegian desserts will also be 
prq)ared during the week. 

'The owner thought it would be 
great for our customers and the 
Virginia Beach population. I'm ex- 
cited about it. Not everyone gets to 
woilc with a visiting chef," he said. 
"It's kind of a neat thing to educate 
everyone on salmon." 

Moncrief said that when local 
restaurants have salmon specials, it 
brings more customers into his 
market. Once they eat it in a 
restaurant and like it the sooner 
they will buy it to cook at home, 
he said.

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But, as popular as it may be, 
salmon is not cheap. Moncrief sells 
it by the pound for $8.99. That's 
considerably more, compared to

Galloway offers it for $7.99 per 
pound for salmon steak and $8.99 
per pound for filet He said al- 
though it's an expensive fish, it's a 
better quality fish, which is what 
his customers are looking for, he 
said. 

Most of the Fish House's salmon 
dishes sell for $13.95 for an entire 



dinner. Evaldi said that his salmon 
dinners are $14.95, even though he 
buys whole salmon for $4.25 to $5 
per pound, before he cleans and 
filets it

Healthy Back 
Is Good 
For Everyone 

This article is published here'as a 
Virginia Beach Sun public service. 

At any one time, 20 percent of 
the Virginia Beach community suf- 
fers from backaches. Last year 5.4 
million Americans felt the discom- 
fort and pain associated with backs. 
Lingering back pain keeps more 
workers off the job than any other 
ailments costing the nation $16 
billion in medical bills and lost 
wages annual. It is the third most 
chronic health problem for people 
between ages 18 and 44. 

Jan. 28 through Feb. 1 is Na- 
tional B^k Health Week, and it is a 
perfect opportunity to learn how to 
prevent and deal with back pain. 

Most backaches are due to 
sprains, with spasm and fatigue in 
the back muscles. The pain often 
goes away in a few days. In fact, 70 
percent of backache sufferers recover 
in three weeks. However, you 
.should see a doctor if the pain per- 
sists or is accompanied by weak- 
ness or numbness in ihc Jowcr 
limbs. 

Preventing back injury can be as 
simple^ as learning proper lifting 
techniques, eliminating excess body 
weight, strengthening neglected 
back and abdominal muscles, and 
adopting good posture habits at 
home, work and play, according to 
Susan Mize, a physical therapist 
and administrator of Comprehensive 
Medical Rehabilitation Cen- 
ter/Hampton Roads. 

Pregnancy, which puis added 
stfain on the back, is another im- 
portant and often overlooked cause 
of back pain - but one that also re- 
sponds well to exercise and proper 
body mechanics. 

To understand the distinctions 
between healthy and unhealthy back 
habits, it's a good idea to become 
acquainted with the intricate 
anatomy of the back. 

The spine is arranged in three 
curves thai form a natural "S" 
shape. The cervical curve supports 
your head, and the thoracic curve 
supports your ribs and protects your 
internal organs. It's the lumbar 
curve <hat supports in«>st ofwur 
upper body weight, thereby making 
il more prone to injury. 

The spinal column is made up of 
26 bony vertebrae stacked one upon 
another. Separating the vertebrae are 
discs made of soft cartilage which 
acts as shock absorbers and allow 
the vertebrae to move. At about age 
30, the disks may begin losing re- 
siliency, causing them to crack and 
irritate nerves. 
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"A healthy back is properiy 
aligned and supported by miM( 
muscles." Mize explains. "Mott 
.pM}ple don't realize the abdominal 
muscles give the tMKk its siqiport, 
along with help fitxn miiscb» nd 
lipunents that ran along the qrinal 
column. Back and abctonimd mus- 
cles we^ened from poor posture or 
underuse can prevent the spinal 
column from getting the support it 
needs." , 

The best way to ensure a healthy 
back is to keep all your body's 
muscles strong, watch your posture 
and, above all, learn good lifting 
techniques. As a rule of thumb, 
Mize says, avoid bending and 
twisting in one moti(Hi. A sudden 
twist or a careless lift can seriously 
hurt the lower back when support- 
ing muscles are not conditioned. 

"To pick up things, even light 
objects, crouch, maintaining the 
normal curve in your back and 
bending your legs," she advises. 
"When ydu lean over to pick up 
.something without bending your 
knees, you turn your back into a 
lever Lifting a 50-pound object 
this way can put 660 pounds of 
pressure on your lower back." 

Also, push, don't pull. You can 
push twice as much as you can pull 
and will run less risk of back strain, 
she says. 

Maintaining a healthy back may 
entail lifestyle changes. Try to 
reinforce good habits and abaiidon 
bad ones. These lips from Compre- 
hensive Medical Rehabilitation 
Center/Hampton Roads offer some 
guidelines: 

Officer workers often become so 
absorbed in their jobs that they sit 
for too long. The next day they 
may have pain and stiffness. If your 
joD requires you to sit in the same 
position for long periods of time 
suetch often. Lean on different 
arms, or slouch and then sit erect 
while bringing your knees to youi 
chesL Stand up and walk whenevei 
possible. 

When travelling, it's a good idea 
to follow the same procedures. F(» 
long periods of driving, pay 
particular attention to the correct 
sitting posture. Move close to the 
wheel with back straight and knees 
higher than hips. A backrest placed 
behind the small of your back helps 
provide support 

Sleeping on a soft, sagging mat- 
tress puts steady pressure on your 
lower back. Lying on your stomach 
also causes strain. Put a plywood 
board under a sagging mattress. 
Sleep on your side with your knees 
beiit, or (»i yoi^'t»ick with a pilldw 
under your kriees.

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In 1619, the House of Burgesses passed legislation designating the 
Churdi of England the official established church in Vi^inia. Minis- 
ters were to conduct services in axwdaiwe with the Anglican Book of 
Common Prayer. Everyone had to attend church twice on Sundays and 
ministers were to be given a "glebe" (200 acres of tillable land with 
dwelling) and a fixed salary. 

After Virginia became a royal colony. Governor William Berkeley 
continued to promote the established Anglican church., In 1629. the 
House of Burgesses passed laws requiring that all citizens pay the 
tithe, that only members of the Church of England could vote, and 
church attendance on Sunday was mandatwy. 

In 1689, the Act of ToleraUon, enacted in England, recognized the 
right of dissenters - those who opposed the established church - to 
have their own ministers, but they were required to secure a license to 
preach. It would be a caitury before religious freedom would become a 

reality in Virginia. .^ ,01. 

During the period of the "Great Awakening" in the mid- 18th cen- 
tury, the main dissenters in Virginia were Presbyterians and the Bap- 
usis. They peUtioned the government to end religious tests as quali- 
fications for public office, to recognize the right of all men to wor- 
ship God according to dictates of their own consciences, and to end 
financial assessments and legal support of religious institutions by 
government. - o »j 

In 1776, the Virginia Declaration of Rights, drafted by George Ma- 
son, asserted the principle of religious freedom in Section #16: "That 
religion, or the duty which we owe to our Creator, and the manner of 
discharging it, can be directed only by reason and conviction, not by 
force or violence; and therefore all men are equally entiticd to Uie free 
exercise of religion, according to the dictates of conscience; and that 
it is the mutual duty of all to practice Christian forbearance, love, and 
charily toward each oUier." ■ j- j 

Patrick Henry, whose grandfatiier Isaac Winston had been indicted 
by the general court for pernjitting a dissenting minister to hold ser- 
vices at his home, served on the committee that drafter Virginia's 
Declaration of Rights. So did James Madison, who suggested tiiat the 
phrase "free excjcise" be substituted for "toleration." 

Strangely, it was Patrick Henry who, in 1784, proposed "A Bill Es- 
tablishing a Provision for Teachers of Uie Christian Religion." This 
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bill would iwiuire every taxpayer to pay a tax to stqqxMt the Chri^ian 
church of his choice. Madison vgued against it. wamlnf that courts 
would be required lo define "Christianity." Despite Ws eflbits. tfce bill 
passed the House. 

From France where he was sorving as minister. Jefferson wrote 
Madison in despair that there w»s nothing left to do but pray that 
Patrick Henry would die befwc the next session of the assembly when 
the bill reached the senate! 

Madison took two steps to end Henry's influence. He helped elect 
him again to the then weak ofriee of governor, removing him from 
the House of Delegates. He then wrote the Memorial and Remon- 
strance Against Religious Assessments, listing 15 reasons for consid- 
ering Henry's proposal a dangerous abuse of poww in religious mat- 
ters. 

George Mason was so impressed with this remonstrance that he dis- 
tributed copies of it throughout the state. Ova- 100 petitions woe 
submitted to the next General Assembly concerning the assessment is- 
sue. Only 11 supported Henry's bill, which was never again intro- 
duced. 

The Virginia Statute for Religious Freedom had been drafted by 
Thomas Jefferson in 1777, but failed when first introduced in 1779. 
Madison reintroduced the bill in 1785 and, under his guidance, it 
passed tiie house in December 1785. Appnjved by the serate on Jan. 
16, 1786, it became law. 

"That no man shall be compelled to frequoit or support any reli- 
gious worship, place, or ministry whatsoever, nor shall be enforced. 
restrained, molested, or burthened (sic) in his body or goods, nor shall 
otherwise suffer on account of his religious opinions or belief: but 
that all men shall be free to profess, and by argument to maintain, 
their opinion in matters of religion, and tiiat the same shall in no 
wise diminish, enlarge, or affect tiieir civil capacities." 

The -United Slates Constitution, written in 1787, provides in Article 
VI that "no religious test shall ever be required as a qualification to 
any office or public trust under the United States." 

By 1789. the former "established church" of Virginia became the, 
Protestant Episcopal Church, completely independent of England, 
when it was formally organized widi its own constitution. 
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the general obligation bonds. 

Another of our proposals tiiat ultimately would save the taxpayers 
money would be to allow less than full-time employees access to the 
retirement system. More and more organizations are moving to em- 
ploying less than full-time employees. Why be forced to hire a full- 
time employee and tiien manufacture work for them when all you need 
is less than full-time service? At the same time, these employees 
should be eligible for a prorated share of basic benefits. The Virginia 
Beach public schools have realized this fact and would capitalize on 
ihc flexibility ihis legislation would provide, especially in die area 
of job sharing. 

Other economic topics in our legislative package include contribu- 
tors to health insurance (same as slate employees); pension tox relief 
for teachers who have recently been taxed on benefits Uiat were 
calculated on noi being taxed; and the restoration of slate funds for 
K-12 education. 

Non-economic issues include strengthening the grievance proce- 
dure, and providing the procedure to educational support personnel 
where it is not now available (Virginia Beach provides this basic 
right). We also want tiie General Assembly lo toughen the student 
suspension rules and allow school boards lo establish conditions for 
the readmission of expelled students. Passage of a bill to allow 
elected school boards, with fiscal autonomy, promises to be an im- 
poriant. but elusive, goal. 

The most unrealistic legislative goal is also probably the most 
imporiani.

Technology, Communications Much Improved; 
Local Citizens Give Their Views On Mideast War

He has often been compared to 
Adolf Hitler. But, some say Sud- 
dam Hussein is even more danger- 
ous than the infamous Nazi leader 
and German Reich dictator. 

Since the Iraqi president invaded 
the small country of Kuwait last 
August, the United States has sent 
more than 600,000 military troops 
to Saudi Arabia and has since de- 
clared war on Iraq. 

One recent action took place 
when President George Bush al- 
lowed Hussein until Jan. 15 to 
withdraw from Kuwait. When Hus- 
sein refused, the much talked about 
war in the Persian Gulf became a 
reality and the bombs began to fall. 
' "We had a similar situation in 
the 1930s, because I was living 
then. You had an individual that 
possessed a certain amount of 
power and he started on flie road to 
conquest," said Virginia Beach 
Council of Civic Organizations' 
president, Maury Jackson, refer- 
ring to Hitler. 

Jackson said Hussein is compa- 
rable to Hitler and "will take the 
country down with him. History 
produces these people it seems 
like," he said. 
Jackson said he feels that going 



to war was justified when Hussein 
invaded Kuwait Bombing Iraq was 
also no surprise, he said. 

"We had a good mandate from the 
United Nations," he said. "We had 
more of a reason now than we did 
in the 1930s." 

Had we not gone to war so soon, 
Hussein would have had more time 
to set up his army. Although Jack- 
son, as would most people, would 
have liked to have seen the conflict 
settled without a war, said he has 
does not agree with anti-war 
protestors. 

"Saddam would have had the best 
army," he said. "Were the war 
protestors willing to see Saddam 
control so much of the world?" 

Jackson, who has no military 
background and no relatives in- 
volved in the war, said he expects it 
will last no more that a month or 
two. 

Rice M. Youell, a retired 
Navy lawyer, said that Bush has 
made the right decisions every step 
of the way. Because Hussein is 
"crazy," he said, the president has 
had to respond quickly and ade- 
quately. 

"He's probably the besf^advised 
president since we've had a presi- 
dent. His leadership has been 
exemplary." he said. "I think he's 
doing a daunn good job. I feel Uke

we had an election, we picked a 
leader and it's time for us to fol- 
low." 

Youell said he did expect Bush to 
bomb Iraq to force Hussein out 

"I hope we'll kill the bastard. 
Look back at what happened to 
Hitler. He poisoned himself or shot 
himself," he said. 

Youell said he has "short pa- 
tience" with people who hate war, 
referring to protestors. If they are 
real humanitarians, he said, they 
should "all vojunteer to be stretcher 
bearers and put their lives where

Some Visually Dis- 
abled Say Signal Is A 
Help; To Some It's A Hin- 
derance

Many visually handicapped Vir- 
ginia Beach residents will have an 
easier time crossing busy intersec- 
tions if the city's new audible 
pcdcsu-ian u-affic signal is a success. 
Last October, the city's traffic 
engineering office installed the de- 
vice at the intersection of 
Lynnhaven Parkway and Rosemont 
Road, at the request of Green Run 
resident Gary Belcher. 

Belcher, who is legally blind but 
can see some shapes and forms, had 
used a similar signal in Char- 
lottesville and thought it would be 
beneficial in this area. 

The device, according to traffic 
engineering's Valerie Henchel, is 
push-button activated. When it is 
safe for the pedestfian to step off 
-^c curb 10 cross the street, the de- 
vice emits a chirping sound. The 
sound will stop when it is no 
longer safe for the pedestrian to 
cross the road. 

Belcher, who is a material expe- 
diter at the Norfolk Naval Shipyard, 
crosses Lynnhaven Parkway, a six- 
lane road, every morning to catch a 
private bus to his office. Before the 
device was installed, Belcher had to 
rely on his sense of hearing to tell 
him when it was safe to cross the 
street. 

Last summer, he presented the 
idea to the traffic control office, 
which was hesitant about the device 
at first because it thought that the 
visualy impaired may come to de- 
pend on the signals too much. 

"We decided to use that particu- 
lar intersection as a demonstration 
intersection," said Henchel. 

Two more signals will be in- 
stalled at the intersection of 
Constitution Drive and Corporation 
Lane, and at the interaction of Lit- 
tle Neck Road and South Plaza 
Trail in a few weeks. Henchel said 
that the city was planning on 
putting "signals in at those locations 
anyway because both are Tidewater 
Regional Transit (TRT) transfer 
points. 

'They were targeted because they 
both had certain characteristics," she 
said. 

Even though the signal was

only installed on one side of 
Lynnhaven Parkway, Belcher said 
he is still satisfied. 

"I'm thankful that they got it 
there," he said. "It's been a real help 
to me, a big safety factor. Now I 
know it's safe to walk." 

Not everyone feels the same way 
about the signal as Belcher does. 
Bill Parker, who is totally blind, is 
a member of an organization, the 
Tidewater Federation for the Blind, 
who ademently opposes the signal. 

"It stinks," he said. "They are 
hazards for the well being and safety 
of blind people." 

Parker said that even though a 
buzzer goes off when it's suppos- 
edly safe to cross, there are cars 
which may run a stop light He 
added that the signals are not in- 
stalled at every intersection, there- 
fore if a blind person became 
dependent on one, he may assume 
that they are on every comer. 

'Transportation is a problem for 
any visually handicapped person. 
I've uied a lot of diffemt things, but 
1 still can't drive," said Blecher, 
who uses a white cane, which traf- 
fic is supposed to yeild to when he 
crosses the sueet. "There are so 
many blind organizations that say 
they don't like the tone because it 
takes away from the independence 
of the individual. You've got to 
have help. You can't get along on 
yoiffown." 

Parker, who works and lives in 
Norfolk, croraes streets with the aid 
of a seeing eye dog. Others have to 
fearfully cross the street he said, by 
listening to ttaffic. He said in hectic 
traffic, the »)und of the buzzer can 
be drowned out 

Henchel said that the tone can be 
heard above traffic and can be ad- 
justed to backround mix. The lone 



shouldn't be too loud, she added, in 
a quiet neighborhood. 

"We're trying lo be pro-active by 
putting them in and by wcrkir'g 
with the visually impaired lo iden- 
tify their needs," she said. 

Ken Jessup, a visually impaired 
Oceanfront resident, is on the 
Mayor's Committee for the Dis- 
abled. He was present at a meeting 
last August when Henchel came to 
speak on the benefits of the signal. 

"It not only helps blind people, 
but it also helps the elderiy. I'd like 
to see some of them at the Ocean- 
front" he said. 

Parker said there is no need for 
them at the Oceanfront because the 
traffic is quieter and easier to listen 
for. Blind people should have no 
problem crossing at the Oceanfront 
he said. 

Jessup, who nms a food con<«s- 
sion stand at the Federal Building in 
Nori^olk, takes a TRT Handi-Ride 
van to wwk each day. The van pro- 
vides door-to-door delivery to and 
from work. 

Bui, sometimes he takes a bus 
to Pembroke Mall, which is near 
his wife's office. Oftentimes, his 
wife has to meet him af the bus 
st{^ and help him cross because of 
the heavy traiffic. 

"I don't see why they can't in- 
stall it at all the lights," said 
Bdcher. 

"They're so expensive," said 
Parker. "We don't like them." 

According to Henchel, the device 
is very inexpensive. To have the 
signal pre-made, it would cost the 
city $350 per signal. The city has 
decided to build its own units and 
cut the cost by one-third, dropping 
the coa per unit to $100. including 
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Traffic Signals 

Aiding The Blind , 

IhcFC's a new feature available now to assist vi^ustll/im- 
paired Virginia Beach residents cross some busy intersections. 
It's called an audible pedestrian signal and it enniks a loud 
chirping noise when activated. The noise lets the p^r^on cross- 
ing know when it's safe to proceed. ^!S^ 

Most blind residents would probably take full advantage of 
the signal if it were offered at more than one location. Right 
now, tfieie is only one, located on Lynnhaven Parkway. 

The signal is a nice feature, but if a blind person had no 
problem crossing the street before it was installed, why should 
the signal make it any easier fw them? Most blind people cross 
intersections by listening to tte traffic pattern. Their keen sense 
of hearing tells them when cars have stopped or slowed down. 
But, there's always the chance that a car may run a red light or 
a stop sign. 

Busy intersections are a hazard to a lot of people, even those 
who can see, whether they're walking or in a car. The most ef- 
fective way for blind people to cross the street should be to de- 
pend on the motorists. If drivers pay attention the way they're 
supposed to, yeild to pedestrians walking with canes or seeing 
fcye dogs, and obey all traffic signs, the visually impaired 
should do okay. 

Granted, some people simply don't care. If they're in a hurry 
or are not paying attention, they very well may run a light or a 
sign. That's just a chance that blind people, as well as sighted 
people, have to take. 

Since the blind usually can't provide their own transporta- 

. tion, they usually have to rely on others. Many take buses and 

vans to work. But, they often have to get to a bus stop first. 

There's not always someone there to help them to cross the 

street. 

So, motorists be careful. Whether there is an audible signal at 
an intersection or not; obeying the signs will make it much eas- 
ier on the visually impaired. - K.L.D.

In Ten Years, Virginia Beach Will Look Much Different

In ten years, Virginia Beach is 
not going to be what it is now, ex- 
cept bigger, ^aid Planning Director 
Robert Scott. It will be radically 
different 

Scott, who recently presented 
City Council with an overview of 
the city's proposed Comprehensive 
Plan, said that natural forces have 
been at work, for instance, on the 
types of housing in the city. 

Over the past ten years, the pro- 
portion of single family homes de- 
tached homes, which was the pat- 
tern for the Beach ten years ago, has 
grown smaller losing out to multi- 
family and townhouse construction. 
In 1987, he said, less than half of 
the units built were single family. 

The city will have more older 
(over 30 years) housing. In 1990 
the city had 17,000 housing units 
that were more than 30 years old, or 
12 percent of the housing stock. In 
2020 the city will have 130,000 of 
the older uniu or 54 percent of the 
housing stock. Scott said that the 
city has not come to grips with this 
problem. 

Last week's Comprehensive Plan 
workshop was the first in a series 
scheduled before council adopts a 
new plan. The city is required by 
state law to reassess its 
comprehensive plan every five 
years. The document, said Scott, is 
the city's official statement of pol- 
icy on growth an development. The 
first was prepared in 1979. Scott 
said that while the plan is a guide, 
the city should have a good reason 
not to follow it 

Among the plan's goals is to 
promote p^ter commercial activity 
in the city, to attain a 30 percent 
commercial proposition against 70 
percent residential. 

Sfncc the first draft of the plan 
was released by the Planning 
Commission last September, an 
addendum has been included which 
specifies a transitional area south of 
the Green Line, the imaginwy line 
which separates the nwthem i^rt of 
the city from the agricultural area in 
the south. 

Councilwoman Nancy Pariccr, in 



letter to City Manager Aubrey V. 

Watts Jr. takes issue with the revi- 
sions, which, she said, change the 
Green Line dramatically. She said 
that the draft document submitted 
by the Planning Commission in 
September states that the Green 
Line should not be moved, but the 
revisions show that criteria have 
been added to provide for a 
"transitional zone." 

Parker asks what circumstances 
have changed since September to 
warrant the change. The says that 
the transitional zone was created to 
accommodate the Lake Ridge zon- 
ing request The Lake Ridge rczon- 
ing iqjplication was deferred in De- 
cember, pending the new plan's 
adq)tion. 

She also says that the plan sug- 
gests that Corporate Landing has 
the potential to accommodate a 
Iarge,share of the expected office 
and industrial development over the 
next 15 years. She asks how this 
affected the decision to move the 
Green Line through the use of the 
transitional zone. 

In his report to council, Scott 
said that one criticism of the pre- 
sent plan has been its failure to ad- 
dress the rural areas. He said that 
the plan calls for more reliance on 
conditional use permits for the rural 
areas and phased devetopmenL 

He said also that it was not 
sufficient to develop a good cir- 
culation system in the northern 
portion of the city without atten- 
tion to connecting the system to 
other sections. 

The transitional area presumably 
would provide the city with an 
additionial commercial area, allow- 
ing residents to work closer to 
home. At present, Scott said the 
average commuting distance for 
Beach residents is 14 mil^. taxing 
the city's road system. 

Parker suggests, however, that 
the city alr«Kly has sufficient land 
zoned for ccxnmercial developn^t. 
she says that die pUm does not ad- 
dress the question of whether farm- 
ing has a IcMig-term place in the 
Virginia Beach ec(m>my. 

She said that if it is a planning 
goal to keep the farming iiKlustry in 
virguiia Beach, a mate crative sp- 



iiioacn, such as the transfer of de- 
velopment right or the purchase of 
devetopment rights, will be needed. 

Parker also finds "startling" the 
sutement that 40 percent of the 
city's housing stock is valued undw 
$75,000. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
also asked for figures on the relative 
incomes of residents in different 
types of housing. 

Parker also expressed concern in 
the projection of a reduction from 
60 percent to 50 percent in the sin- 
gle-family detached housing. 



against the overall housing stock. 
She points out that City Assessor 
Jerald Banagan reported that the 
values in townhouse, condo, fiat- 
on-fiat condo and 5,000 square-foot 
lots were stagnant or dropping. 

Parker also asks why all refer- 
ences to the Southern Watershed 
Management Program are elimi- 
nated in the plan, what impact the 
transitional area would have on the 
projected library program, and how 
the movement of the Green Line 
would affect the city's projected 
water needs. 



She also takes issue with the 
price the city pays developers for 
park space - on a developed lot ba- 
sis for neighbOThood parks in which 
the development is generating the 
need. 

Scott said, however, that most of 
the park land is dedicated, that is, 
donated by the developers. 

Scott said also that the city is 
pretty well off in the parks and 
open space area, but that these 
parks and open spaces are not dis- 
turbed equally in all parts of the 
city. He said that more land should 



be set aside in the high density ar- 
eas. 

Scott also said that there was a 
place for agriculture in the city's 
long-term plans. 

McClanan was interested in 
learning at what point housing pays 
for itself, while Councilman John 
A. Baum wants to know how long 
"affordable" housing will last. 

Council has planned three addi- 
tional workshops on the plan, all of 

which will be held in the council 
chambers and will be televised. 



City Drops Out Of Regional Jail Program 



Virginia Beach is definitely out 
of the regional jail program. 

A recent 6-4 vote defeated a mo- 
tion that would have allowed the 
city to participate in the project, at 
least through the first phase or 
planning process. 

In a resolution adopted in 1989, 
the city approved the regional jail 
concept and last August agreed to 
contribute $164,796 toward the 
study which is considering jail 
needs through 2010. 

However, council later pulled out 
of the program, leaving only three 
cities in the Southeastern Virginia 
Planning District pursuing the re- 
gional jail concept. Several of the 
smaller communities in the district, 
in which eight South Hampton 
Roads communities are members, 
decided to go ahead and build their 
own jail. The three cities remaining 
in the SEVPD project are Chesa- 
peake, Norfolk and Portsmouth. 

Q)uncil reconsi(toed its inevious 
action at the request of Council- 
woman Reba McClanan, who said 
that the city should keep all its op- 
tions open. 

However, Sheriff Frank Drew 
opposed the city's participation. He 
said that with the addition to the 
city jail which will be completed 
by October at the latest, Virginia 
Beach will have solved its jail needs 
for the next foir <x five y«ffs. Drew 
maintains that the city can build 
jails more cheiq}ly than a regional 
authority which, he said, would 



only add another layer of bureau- 
cracy. 

He also believes that "the wave 
of the future is privately built 
jails." He said that cities shouldn't 
be in the jail building business, 
that there are companies that can 
build jails at a lower cost and then 
lease them back to the city. 

The state has encouraged the re- 
gional jail concept by agreeing to 
pay up to 50 percent of the con- 
sUTJCtion cost. The sate will pay no 
more than $1.2 million toward the 
cost of consffucting a local jail. 

Also, since the regional jail would 
take prisoners with les^r sentences, 
from two to five or six years, the 
jail would not have to have maxi- 
mum security and therefwe would 
be less expensive to build. 

Preliminary plans are to build a 
1500-bed facility at a cost of ap- 
proximately $85 million. The sttidy 
is expected to determine the size of 
the facility as well as the cost. A 
40-acre site in Portsmouth has been 
sdected for the facility. 

The planning district was to take 
final action today on the consulting 
firm which will make the study. 

li^w said that Virginia Beach 
docs not have a pn*lem. The ad- 
dition, which is being built fw $1 
million, will have 200 beds in 
simple cells, which can be ctouble- 
bunked over the next four or five 
years, leaving the city with a sur- 
plus of approximately 125 beds. 



The facility, which holds all types 
of prisoners - now houses 50 
charged with murder - is as secure 
as any facility in the state. Drew 
said. 

The present jail facility has 300 
beds but 25 to 40 prisoners are 
sleeping on mattresses on the floor. 

The city also just completed a 
work-release facility, which was 
privately financed, with a 280-dou- 
blc-bunk capacity. 

A regional jail is not the way to 
go, Drew said. It just increases the 
bureaiicracy. He said that a regional 
jail is great for smaller communi- 
ties which cannot aH^ord to build 
their own faciliti^is. but that Vir- 
ginia Beach is not in that position. 

One of council's concerns was 
that Virginia Beach would be pay- 
ing a dispOTportionate share of the 
study, which was expected to cost 
as much as $6(X),0(X). 

The share was based on the 
population of the participating lo- 
calities rather than the projected use 
of the facility by the localities. If 
the facility is construct^!, however, 
localities would be reimbursed their 



share in the study. The cost would 
be included in the financing for the 
jail. Revenue bonds would be sold 
based on anticipated prisoner reim- 
bursements through a regional fi- 
nance authority. 

Collins said that the jail project 
can proceed even if one of the re- 
maining three localities drops out 

Voting to participation in the re- 
gional jail were Councilwomen 
McClanan and Nancy Parker. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said 
that she voted against resolution 
because she felt that the localities 
would be left with the total respon- 
sibility for the jail where incarcera- 
tion of prisoners with terms longer 
than one or two years had oadition- 
ally be the responsibility of the 
state. She said that she was con- 
coned not only about the COTStruc- 
tion cost but the qwr^on cost. 

vOthers voting against the reso- 
lution were Councilmen James W. 
Brazier Jr., William D. Sessoms 
Jr., Paul J. Lanteigne, Harold 
Heischober and John A. Baum. 
Councilman L. Louis R. Jones was 
absent

With His Church And Lion's Club.

Ever since Jimmy Stocls re- 
tired two years ago. he's been 
bu»er than ever before. 

In fact, he had an wswomg 
m»;hine installed in his home 
(fter he retired fiom a 22-year 
career with an electrical and me- 
chank:al consulting firm. 

According to Slocks, whetlm' 
he's getting paid or volunteering, 
he's constantly trying to improve 
his work. 

"My ambition was always to 
improve on what I was doing," 
he said. "Every move I made was 
an advancement. It pve me a 
better place in die worid and in 
the community." 

Bom in Greenville. N.C. as a 
shweaapjpa's son. Stocks left 
his hometown at an early age. 
When he was 17, he married his 
wife Edna, whom he had known 
for only four months. One year 
later, in 1943, he was drafted by 
the Navy. 

Stocks spent three years in the 
Pacific during Worid War II 
working as a deisel mechanic. 
"It was much different from 
what it (the war) is now. The 
anxiety and fears were the same 
as it is now," the Kempsville 
resident said. "I was young and 
you did what you had to do." 

When he was discharged, 
Stocks was left with no trade and 
a strong desire not to return to 
his family's farm. He moved to 
Norfolk, and then Virginia Beach 
where he started a job as a cocdc 
in a Virginia Beach Boulevard 
restaurant 

He chose cooking as a tempo- 
rary position because he said it 
was the only job available when 
he left the service. Stocks cooked 
for two years until he decided to 
attend night school at Old Do- 
minion University, then a Col- 
lege of William and Mary exten- 
sion. Once there, he took basic 
electrical engineering courses. 
"From that I ventured into 



contr»:ting," said Slocks. 

Stocks ran his own electrical 
and mechanical cxmuacting com- 
pany for 14 years until he liqui- 
dittpd it and went into consulting. 
As a consultant, he was in charge 
of the conslructim administration 
of projects designed by the firm. 
Stocks ottered the worid of re- 
tirement in 1989 and. although 
he is rajoying his free time, he 
still misses his w<xk. So much 
tiiat he has done onsulting fcff 
his previous emptoyer on a lim- 
ited basis. 

"You do miss not being a part 
of something you were a part of 
for 40 years," he said

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Now tiiat he's retired. Stocks 
also has time to enjoy the other 
important tilings in his life. siKh 
as his church. Lion's Gub and 
family. What he didn't know is 
tiiat these activities would take 
up as much time as a full-time 
job. In fact. Stocks said he a^ed 
himself, six montiis afto' he re- 
tired. "How did 1 ever have time 
toworic?" 

Stocks, who has always be^ 
very active in his church, now 
serves as chairman of its building 
program. The church is in its 
first phase of a 20-year, five- 
phase building program. His 
backround in consulting has 
helped him supervise die con- 
struction, he said. 

The church's new additioi, 
which will be used as a preschool 
and for children, is 99 percent 
finished. Soon after its comple- 
tion. Stocks will begin working 
on tiie next phase. 

"My plans for the future are to 
continue supporting my church 
and local community," he said.

As a member of die club's 
recreation committee, Stocks is 
responsible, along with several • 
otiier members, for doing all die 
cooking and preparation for its 
barbecues, pig and oyster roasts, 
fish frys and picnics. His past 
experience as a code comes i<i 
himdy, he said. 

"I enjoy cooking. People knew 
I could code, so I wound up do- 
ing a lot of cooking for the 
church and die Lion's Club," he 
said. 

Once a year. Stocks said, the 
club visits Fort Story mid i»d- 
vides a hamburger tmmch to die 
visually disabled runners during 
one of their maradions.

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Brandon Students Are Fired Up About Science 



Brandon Junior High School 
earth science teacher Anne Moore 
has all die proper tools to get stu- 
dents fired up about science: a 
positive attitude, enthusiastic stu- 
dents, and an innovative curricu- 
lum. 

Moore learned new ways to ft^ter 
active learning at project ESTEEM 
(Earth Science Teachers Exploring 
Exemplary Materials) held at tiie 
Center for Astrophysics at Harvard 
University in Cambridge, Mass. 
last summer. 

Moore was one of 40 teachers 
from around the country, and the 
only one from Virginia, selected to 
participate in die project. The goal 
of die {Hoject was to develop a set 
of earth science activities for stu- 
dents diat could be presented to 
odier earth science teachers at lOcal 
and regional workshops. The work- 
shops will be initiated by the 
teachers who participated in Project 
ESTEEM. Moore has already con- 
ducted workshops for Portsmoudi 
City Schools and Tidewater 
Association of Science Educators. 



At the woric^cqK, Kbxne shared 
some of 1(X) science activities that 
she helped develop at Project ES- 
TEEM. One of her favorite activi- 
ties involves simple puzzle pieces. 

Moore's students took the puzzle 
pieces and organized dtem acomiing 
to color and shape, swapped pieces 
widi otiier groups, guessed what tiie 
ovoall picture fonned, and adced for 
additional pieces. According to 
Moore, this type of activity 
encourages independent, critical 
thinking and decision-making 
skills. . 

Moore and her colleagues at Pro- 
ject ESTEEM developed die puzzle 
activity and others like if after 
studying die evidence of an increase 
in student knowledge and retention 
of science and positive attitudes 
about science when an activity- 
based program is used over a lec- 
ture-textbook approach. 

The activities woe developed by 
individuals, presented to the group 
for criticism, refined, and prepared 
for publication. Project participants 
drew upon input from lecturers 



from Harvard and the Massachusetts 
Institute, die Harvard Oakridge Ob- 
servatory and Seismograph station. 
Harvard's Museum of Mineral(^y, 
and the Boston Science Museum. 



They also attended die annual con- 
vention of the Astronomical Soci- 
ety of die Pacific held at Boston 
University.

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All About Sweepstakes Junkies

We all know sweepstakes 
"junkies." They come in all 
shapes, sizes and ages. They get 
excited at just the thought of an 
entry packet from Publisher's 
Clearing House, American Family 
Home or Reader's Digest. 

They also cw be seen buying 10 
bottles or catsup to be eligible to 
enter some special sweepstakes. 
They write jingles for brands in 
hopes of winning a contest and th^ 
redeem coupons to buy more prod- 
ucts that might let them enter an- 
other sw^p^akes. 
Some Require Entering Sev- 
eral Levels 

They buy postage stamps by the 
roll because each sweepst^e has 
multiple levels of entry. Since 
they have come this far, they don't 
want vo jeqxvdize their chances of 
winning by not returning one of the 
letters. 

This seems harmless enough and 
there is a certain amount of enter- 
tainment value to this activity. 

Are people really wasting their 
money or do they have a realistic 
chance of winning? Sweepstakes 
are required to publish the odds of 
winning the offered prizes. They 
must also furnish you a list of 
winners if you request it 

In the major sweepstakes, your 
chances of winning arc very slim. 
There are so many entries that in 
some cases, the probability is so 
low that you are wasting your 
postage stamp. 

History has shown that during 
hard, economic times, people tend 
to gamble more, and take more 
chances. This translates into more 
people ottering sweepstakes. 
Contests Only 
EctedaiDineRt 



Treat any sweepstakes as an en- 
tertainment activity. Most experts 
suggest that the entertainment por- 
tion of the budget should represent 
no more than three to five percent 
of your income. 

So if you take home '$2,000 per 
month then you should spend no 
more than $60 to $100 on all 
entertainment activities. This in- 
cludes meals eaten out, movies, 
videa rental, sporting activities and 
sweepstakes entries. 

Many of you are saying, "How 
can a 2S-cent stamp make iuiy dif- 
ference in the overall scheme of the 
family budget?" One entry doesn't 
really matter. And if you only en- 
ter the major sweepstakes, we really 
wouldn't classify you as a "junky." 

There are some pe<^le, however, 
who actively seek out sweepstakes 
to enter. They may enter hundreds 
of sweepstakes a year. For these 
pec^le tte posiiige alcMie is sipifl- 
cant. 

Merchandise Part 
Of Entry 

TTien, if they have to buy mer- 
chandise in order to enter, they are 
spending a significant amount. 
These people are always quick to 
tell you how much they have won, 
but the bookkeeping for their ex- 
penses may be totally lacking. 

We all enter and occasional 
sweepstakes. We often do so when 
we order magazines. This is why 
the companies offer the sweepstakes 
in the flrsi place. 

Even thoiigh your chance of 
winning the sweepstakes is the 
same regardless of whether or to 
you buy magazines, you generally 
will buy the magazines at the same 
time you enter the sweepstakes. 

That is what the company is 
counting on. Sweepstakes, as with 

other things, are relatively harmless 
if used moderately. 



Terrariums Are Practical, Cheap

A terrarium, a miniature enclosed 
garden, is a practical and inexpen- 
sive way for Virginia Beach resi- 
dents to bring some of the outdoors 
, onto Uic home for enjoyment dur- 
(Ding die winter. An easy to assem- 
ble terrarium will grow well for 
weeks with very little attention. If 
carefully planted with suitable ma- 
terials, it will remain attractive for 
many months. 

Terrariums might be thought of 
as miniature, self-operating green- 
houses. The basic sonictural feature 
is a large glass container which can 
be closed to retain a humid envi- 
ronment. The moisture condenses 
on the glass and is retum^l to the 
soil and plants to be used again. 
Glass Holds Humidity 
Many types of glass containers 
may be used. The most attractive 
are large brandy glasses, goldfish 
bowls, or small or medium-sized 
rectangular aquariums. A piece of 
glass is needed as a cover to retain a 
humid aunosphere. Half-gallon or 
gallon jars with metal or glastic 
covers may also be used. 

Terrariums may be woodland or 
tropical. A small area of woodland 
near your residence will provide 
enough plants for numy terrariums. 
Collect only a minimum of mate- 
rial. You will need only a few 
healthy small specimens. 

Mosses, ferns and seedling ev- 
ogreois not over four or five inches 
tall, are the principal plant maloi- 
als yQu-nectLfw a woodland terrar- 
ium.' Pvtridge berry plsus add in- 
vest if tlwy are available in your 
area. SmaU Dracaenas and table 
palms may be secured from your 
garden center tor a tn^ical terrar- 
ium. 

Not Flowering Plants 
Most flowering plants are not 
suited to the conditions in a ter- 
rarium. You may secure blooms 
from miniature African violets ot 



small wax begonias of you want tc 
try these items. 

To complete a woodland scene 
you can use some small weathered 
rocks, especially some with lichens 
attached. Barit <^ twigs With fuor 
gus, tiny hemlock cones, and 
acorns may be used to create a 
naturalistic effect. 

Start assembling your terrarium 
by washing your container with 
strong detergent until it is sparkling 
clean. Place a layer of small stones 
in the bottom for drainage and add a 
layer of activated charcoal which 
can be purchased from an aquarium 
supply store. The charcoal will 
ateorb gases and prevent souring of 
the soil. Now add a layer of soil 
mixture composed of equal parts of 
clean sand and leaf mold or shredded 
peat m(^. 

Do not use too many plants in 
your terrarium. Even though the 
plants are small and will grow 
slowly, they will need plenty of 
room. A few interesting specimens 
will be more attractive that a 
crowded collection. No plant leaves 
should touch the glass. 

Start with Trees 

Insert your small evergreen trees 
first. Unless the containo^ is quite 
large, only one or two will be 
needed. Then plant your dwarf 
ferns, and fill the remaining space 
with moss. Appropriate sized 
stones may be allowed to protrude 
and create a typical woodland eff^ecL 

Last, you may insert some small 
pieces of bark, tiny hemlock cones, 

or acorns. Do not clutter your ter- 
rarium with too much material. 

Water your plants lightly with a 
bulb sprayer and put on the glass 
cover. Locate your terrarium in a 
cool room out of sunlight It will 
need to be watered about every three 
or four weeks. Water from the hu- 
mid atmosphere inside will collect 
on the glass in the form of small 
beads. If the entire airface is cov- 
ered with mist, remover the cover 
fen* a few hours to allow the plants 
to dry off.

SPSA Takes Issue With SAVE 



Uurwood S. Curling, executive 
director of the Southeastern Public 
Service Authority of Virginia, 
(SPSA) has taken issue with an ar- 
ticle in the newsletter of the 
Southeastern Association for Vir- 
ginia's Environment (SAVE) which 
accuses SPSA of ignoring an alter- 
native to an incinerator. 

The article reports that Curiing 
discouraged the SPSA board from 
hearing a presentation from 
Addington Corporation, "one of 
two companies that Operate one-site 
recycling facilities." 

Curling said that while he did 
recommend that the board not hear 
the presentation, it was because 
there arc many companies in the 



United States and abroad that sell 
one-site recycling facilities or 
equipment Since SPSA is a public 
agency, he says, "if we invited one 
company in to extol the virtues of 
its particular product, then it would 
be necessary to hear any other re- 
quests from companies marketing 
like equipment" 

Another statement in the article 
that SPSA is committed to 
incineration, as opposed to recy- 
cling is linbir. Curling says. He 
says that SPSA is one of the lead- 
ers in the United States in compre- 
hensive solid waste management. 
The approach includes recycling, 
wastc-to-eneigy and also landfiUing.

What's good for the environment 
is also good for government and 
business, according to Barbara 
Henley, former city councilwoman 
from the Pungo Borough.

Virginia Beach Junior High 
School is one of four Virginia sec- 
ondary schools nominated for the 
U.S. Department of Education's 
1991 Recognition Program for Ex- 
emplary Secondary Schools. 

The school was selected to repre- 
sent Virginia by the State Depart- 
ment of Educadon, which cites the 
school's improved test scores, re- 
duced dropout rates, programs 
which help students, its caring in- 
structional staff and parental in- 
volvement as reasons for the 
school's selection. 

The oUier Virginia middle or ju- 
nior high schools nominated were 
Graham Middle School in Tazewell 
County, Cave Spring Junior High 
in Roanoke County and Benjamin 
Syms Middle School in Hampton. 

The National Exemplary School 
Recognition Program has been 
conducted by the U.S. Department 
of Education since 1983. The pro- 
gram recognizesjop secondary and 
elementary schools in alternate 
years. In addition to Virginia Beach 
Junior High, four other Virginia 
Beach schools have been nominated 
by the state: Lynnhaven Junior 
High in 1989 and Kingston Ele- 
mentary in 1990 earned national 
honors. Kempsville High was a 
slate nominee in 1983 and College 
Park Elementary was a nominee in 
1986. 

Virginia Beach Junior High 
submitted its application for the 
program in early November 1990. 
Later that month, a committee from 



the State Department of Education 
visited the school to confirm appli- 
cation statements. 

Each state nominated four 
schools to the national program. In 
February, the U.S. Department of 
Education will select specific 
schools for site visits and then se- 
lect the top schools for exemplary 
honors in May. 

Principal Dr. Ramona Stenzhom 
credits a hard-woildng and dedicated 
staff, plus a supportive PTA, for 
the success of Virginia Beach Ju- 
nior High. 

Some of the factors which mer- 
ited Virginia Beach Junior High's 
selection were: 

• In 1989-90, Uie school's test 
scores in the Iowa Basic Skills test 
jumped to die 64th percentile from 
the 53rd percentile the year before; 
this was the biggest increase posted 
by any Virginia Beach junior high 
school. 

• The student drop-out rate 
dropped to 1.2 percent in 1989-90 
from 5.3 percent in 1985-86.

programs to help students including 
a peer tutoring program, teachers 
who adopt at-risk, a Peer Assistance 
League, and an Employment For 
Education program which promotes 
job-skills training for at-risk stu- 
dents.

Some Residents Sing During It, Some Skip Over 
It, And Some Can't Get Enoughl

Lunch hour - for many 
Chesapeake employees, this is 
a much anticipated event, a 
break in the regular nine to 
five grind. 

Just how do residents opt to 
Spend thir tknef' Sipping 
martinis at lavish restaurants; 
over firench fries and burgers or 
eating quietly behind their 
desks? 

The Chesapeake Post decided, 
to dispel all wonder and take 
Steps to find out. 

A telephone survey of 
twenty Chesapeake employees 
and career people revealed diat 
residents are quite versatile and 
varied in their approaches to 
lunch.

For most people The Post 
contacted, lunch hour was in- 
deed that - a full sixty minutes, 
though some said they usually 
took less time. Most said 
they ate in the company of 
fellow employees. 

John Grassano, president of 
Southside Marine, a boat 
dealership, said he and his fel- 
low employees usaally have 
food brought into the building 
for lunch, and diat they all sit 
around and shoot the breeze 
while chowing down, usually 
on pizza and subs. 

At Atlantic Permanent Fed- 
eral Savings Bank, employees, 
such as bank teller Linda 
Slater, also eat togedier, usu- 
ally bringing their lunches. 
"We have a full kitchen. We 
don't need to go out," Slater 
said. 

Hairdressers at Roger and 
Mardies' Hairstyling, Perm and 
Color Center on South Battle- 
fleld usually "look out for one 
anodier," said Linda Buppert, a 
stylist, when it comes to 
lunch. "We don't have much 
time - only 10 or 15 minutes 
between customers," she noted, 
"so we eat in a hurry. If one 
of us runs out for something, 
we take orders for everyone 
else, since our time is lim- 
ited." 

Shelia Malcolm, a 
receptionist at Riddle Acura on 
South Military Highway, said 
she and her co-workers are 
"quick eaters." too, "by 
choice. 

"We're busy here," she said. 
"I can't take the time to make 
a big deal over lunch. Usually 
I eat a sandwich in our 
lounge."

They also have a low first 
cost, and instant on-or-off ca- 
pability. These bulbs last be- 
tween 1,500 and 4,000 hours 
for the R type, and from 2,000 
to 6,000 for the PAR type. 

Quartz - An alternative to 
the incandescent bulb, being 
about 1 7 limes as energy cITi- 
cicnt. The quartz bulb is a 
great floodlight for safety and 

security, with instant on and 
off, and can be used in standard 
incandescent fixtures. It lasts 
about 2,000 hours, but uses 
jnore. electricity than arty of 
the other altiernatives, up to 
500 watts worth.

Low-Voltage "Incandesr 
cent - Using a transformer to 
reduce voltage from 120 to 12 
volts, this bulb throws off less 
light than a standard incandes- 
cent bulb, which makes it bet- 
ter for pathway fixtures or step 
fixtures than for security light- 
ing.' It has instant on-off 
ability, and has an average life 
of about 2,000 to 2,500 hours. 

Compact Fluorescent - 
Good for porch lights or post 
lights, it uses 25 percent of 
the energy of an incandescent 
bulb. It also has quick on/off 
ability, and an average life of 
about 10,000 hours. The only 
considerations are that very 
cold weather may keep it from 
lighting up, and it may not fit 
every light socket.

of importaiK* that comes before the council. There is litUe doubt that Council- 
man Heischobw. assumed to be Ae mover in such a group, was confident that 
he had the voles for the blanket ap{»Dval of the Lake Ridge Associates requMts. 

It was only the piri>lic'sTeaction to Beacon reporter Alex Marshall's articles, 
questioning the validity of the conclusions arrived at by the Planning Depfflt- 
mcni and the Planning Commission in connection with this project, that 
aH)arcnUy convinced him not to forge ahead and instead call for a deferral. 

Tlw existence of such a group probably reaches back to the 70s and is 
believed to have been most influential during years that Councilwoman Nam;y 
Creech and Councilman Jack Jennings were on council. For a short time aftei 
the 1986 election, when Councilman Bob Jones became mayor and aligned 
himself with the newly elected pofsilist members on council, they would not 
have been rt)le to muster the six votes needed to prevail. It was this period when 
the council reinforced its stand on the Green Line, downzoned properties below 
it, slowed the helter skelter rezonings and established the pobcies and priorities 
for the massive Dpital Improvement Program, designed to catch up with the 
badly needed schools, roads, fire stations and other urgently needed amenities 
in the areas already developed 

This situation did not last fot long. Somehow. Councilman J(*n Perry, early 
on, was influenced to join the q^)osition and with his vote and less dependable 
votes from Councilmen Al Balko and Mayor Bob Jones they were able to 
prevail on some matters. The ease with which Councilmen John Baum, Robert 
Fentress and Heischober were re-elected in 1988 when all the city's attention 
was centered on the first popular election of the mayor, would have strength- 
ened such a groups hand, as did the election of Councilman Will Sessoms to 
replace Bob Jones who had nsigned. Last year, the election ^f Councilmen 
Louis Jones and Robert Clybum, both businessmen, coupled with the defeat of 
two populist members of city council, it would seem logical to conclude that 
full influence had been restored. 

Aside from being able to decide the outcome of items on the weekly agenda, 
the ability to muster six voles on any issue permits selection of SCTpi^tces of 
similar views to all committees and boards as was recently high lighted by 
appointments to the School Board and the Planning Commission. Even the city 
manager is aRXjinted by City Council. 

If the above surmises are correct, then it seems assured that the Comprehen- 
sive Plan, with the transitional zone below the Green Line, will be approved, 
as will the Lake Ridge Associations requests for rezonings. Also, don't be 
surprised if, sometime down the pike, the city's Industrial Development 
Authority purchases the propmies in this area and the full cost of providing the 
infrastructure needs will be picked up by the taxpayers. Some might even say 
it was a complete bailout.

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their mouths are." 

Youell said he believes the war 
will not be extended beyond a few 
months. So far, he said, things are 
going our way. 

Although the war will affect 
Virginia Beach extensively because 
of its large military population, 
Youell said that he gets concerned 
when he hears about angry Navy 
wives who oppose the war. He said 
that no one made their husbands 
join the military or the reserves. It 
was strictly voluntary, so they 
should be prei»red for this type of 
action. 

Youell, who also spent 17 years 
in the Marines, sent two sons 
through Virginia Military Institute, 
but has no relatives serving in the 
war. The Thoroughgood resident 
was watching television but fell 
asleep about 9:30 p.m. on the night 
that the United States declared war. 

His wife, Lillian Youell, 
however, was watching Peter Jen- 
nings when the first U.S. bomb 
was dropped on Baghdad. She, like 
her husband, feels that Bush made 
the right decision. 

"I thought he would waffle, but 
I'm glad he didn't I didn't think he 
would go that fast," said Youell, a 
Virginia Beach Sim columnist and 
Virginia Beach Constitution Cele- 
bration Commission consultant 

She said the United States had to 
go to war because Hussein is a 
threat to the entire world. 

"The man has underestimated the 
strengths against him. Perhaps he'd 
be satisfied to be seen as a martyr.'^ 
she said. 

As for anti-war protestors, 
Youell said that although we have 
to leave room for dissent, she does 
not agree with them. But, she 
added, everyone has a right to ex- 
press themselves, if done peace- 
fully. 

"Once we have to commit our 
troops, it would be hopeful that the 
majority of the American people 
would stand behind the president 
We should trust our elected leaders," 
she said 

Because of the many military in- 
stallations located in this area, 
Youell said that Virginia Beach 

may becone the target of terrorism, 
which may cause fear and 
apprehension in many Virginia 
B^ch residents. 
"I pray it won't last more than a 



few weeks once Saddam realizes 
what's happening," she said. 

Rae LeSesne, president of the 
Citizens Action Coalition and 17- 
year civilian Navy employee, said 
that people are losing sight of the 
fact that it isn't oil that the United 
States is fighting for. The main 
reason the country went to war is 
"to prevent Suddam from gaining 
such power that he could rule the 
entire Mideast" 

When Bush called for war, 
LeSesne said he was glad Hussein 
didn't back down. The important 
thing was to destroy Hussein's 
abilities to carry biological warfare 
to other countries. His withdrawal 
would have allowed him to con- 
tinue his military buildup, he said. 
LeSesne said Hussein is more 
dangerous that Adolf Hitler because 
Hitler didn't have the economic 
wealth that Hussein does. Hussein 
won't surrender, he said, but will 
have to be defeated militarily; killed 
in an air raid or be thrown out by 
his own people. 

"No dicutor is universally 
loved." he said. 

LeSesne said he has no sympathy 
for anti-war protestors. 

"I believe they're reacting emo- 
tionally and most are not old 
enough to remember the build up of 
Adolf HiUer," he said. 

LeSesne, who also served in the 
Army during Worid War II, has no 
family involved in the war. At 70 
years of age, the Kempsville resi- 
dent said he'd be glad to volunteer 
for Operation Desert Storm. 

"I wouldn't give a hoot It would 
be exciting," he said. 

LeSesne said he expects that the 
war will last about two to three 
weeks. He was in the middle of 
writing his weekly commentary for 
The Virginia Beach Sun when the 
war began. 

"After this is air over, we may 
face many years of peace if America 
is willing to prevent any arms 
buildup," he said. "After this war is 
over America will be the dominat- 
ing counuy in tfiis world." 

Delegate Glen McClanan 
said that if he were in Bush's shoes 
last August, he would not have sent 
the American troops to Saudi Ara- 
bia. But, once the troops arrived and 
the country became, faced with the 
predicament it's in now, he said he 
was glad Bush reacted the way he 
did.

"We went to war to protect a 
small militarily weak nation from 
the naked aggression of a much 
militarily superior powerful neigh- 
bor," he said. 

McClanan, who does not have 
any military background, said he 
expected Bush to bomb Iraq; delay- 
ing it any further wouldn't have ac- 
complished anything, it would have 
cost mwe money, he said. 

He added that he hopes Hussein 
will back down, but it is doubtful. 

"Saving face to persons of that 
culture is important to everyone," 
he said. "To the people of the 
Moslem faith, it's extremely 
important" 

McClanan said he hopes that the 
war is over before the end of Jan- 
uary because he doesn't have a good 
grasp on the degree to which the 
troops are spread over the Saudi 
Arabian desert. Because there is no 



foliage in the desert, he said, it may 
be difficult to hide 600,000 Amoi- 
can troops., 

"We've already lost lives and 
spent billions of dollars," he said. 

McClanan, a Princess Anne 
Plaza resident who was attending a 
meeting when the war broke out, 
also said th^ Virginia Beach resi- 
dents will be affected by the war 
more than most because of its 
military population. 

"The United States and no coun- 
try has ever fought a war of 
significance with the technology 
and communication level where it 
is now. A war in 1991 is not the 
same as it was in the '60s," he said. 

As of Tuesday, one American 
flier had been confirmed dead and 12 
crewman, including Virginia 
Beach's Jeffrey N. Zaun, from nine 
aircraft had been reported missing 
as a result of hostile action. 
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they've ever done," said Roth.

by weekly infusions, frequent 
operations and lengthy hospital 
visits, as he has known in the 
past. 

The swelling in his face, 
caused by the medication he is 
on, would go down. And he 
would grow. Jonathan is cur- 
rently the size of a three-year- 
old, due to his medications. 

"The transplant is a risky 
venture, but it's our only op- 
tion," said his mother, Sally. 

Currently Sally and her hus- 
band, David, a lieutenant com- 
mander in the Navy, are looking 
for a donor for the transplant, 
which doctors have told them 
will probably be conducted in 
February or early March. 



The trouble is. before 
Jonathan's transplant process can 
begin, the Barclays need to make 
a substantial down payment, 
which they cannot currently 
afford, nor will their insurance 
pay for it. They also expect that 
their insurance will pay for only 
a portion of this costly 
procedure. 

If they can come up with the 
money for the transplant, once a 
donor is found, Jonathan, a Stu- 
dent at Friends School on Laskin 
Road, will be sent to the Pedi- 
auic Transplant Center in Min- 
nesota. There he will be given 
drugs which kill his bone mar- 
row, while he's placed in a spe- 
cial, sanitary environment. 
Then, bone mairow removed from 
his donor's pelvic or breast bone 
will be inserted into his bones. 



This marrow, if all goes right, 
will graft, and eventually 
Jonatloin will have 100 percent 
new bdne marrow. 

The success rate of this pro- 
cedure is unknown since Wiscott- 
Aldrich is such a rare disease, 
and it has only been performed 
on six other boys, several of 
whom it was successful for. Only 
one other male in Hampton 
Roads has the syndrome, Sally 
said. 

The disease is genetically 
transmitted and sufferers are im- 
mune-deficient, sometimes de- 
veloping antibodies that destroy 
their own systems, and therefore 
they are ig danger of infection 
and easy bleeding. 

Wiscott-Aldrich Syndrome can 
be managed with medicine and 
surgery, but the bone marrow 



transplant is the only known 
cure. The danger in the kind 
Jonathan must have - an unre- 
lated matched donor transplant - 
lies in the fact that the patient's 
bone marrow must be neutralized 
before accepting the donor's 
marrow. 

Jonathan is a very strong 
boy." Sally said. "He is not 
afraid of diis. and nor are we. We 
can only hope for the best. 

"Jonathan has been near death 
many limes in his past." she 
added. "This will just be another 
time, only this time, there's a 
chance he will become really 
well." 

Sally said she and David have 

tried to treat Jonathan like he

Become Self-Sufficient 



More Than 270 Are On 
Waiting List To Rent, Own

Jeff Mikkelson has never lived 
on his own. ■>^ 

For the last 26 years of his life, 
he has lived in his parenL«' Pem- 
broke home. 

Now. thanks to the Virginia 
Beach Community Development 
Corporation, Mikkelson, who is 
visiudly impaired, is purchasing his* 

own single family home.

Mikkelson found out about the 
the corporation last winter when his 
father told him of its services. 

"The purpose of the corpwation 
is to provide a variety of housing 
programs for low- and medium-in- 
come families," said Mary Kay 
lioroszewski, the corporation's ex- 
ecutive director. 

The non-proHt housing corpora- 
tion, which was organized in 1985. 
provides two programs to its 
clients: home ownership and 
transitional housing, or rentals. 

"We provide low-cost homes Uiat 
are rented by families and also sup- 
port services such as transporata- 
tion, education and day care," 
Horoszewski said. 



Mikkelson applied to the home 
ownership program and within 
months he was approved. He pro- 
vided the corporation with his credit 
rating, tax information and fmanck ' 
status. 

"1 figured I might as well get 
m>:«lf a place," said Mikkelson, 
who is the onwer/operator of a 
cafeteria in the city's Operations 
Building. "I found out I was ap- 
proved back in June." 

In the home ownoship program, 
the corporation works with private 
developers to consuiict new homes 
to seU 10 low income families, and 
those in target neighborhoods who 
own property. The corporation will 
help them to build new homes on 
that property. 

Under the home ownership pro- 
gram, the corporation also buys 
vacant, govemment-owned proper- 
ties and rehabiUtates them to sell to 
low-income families. Most of the 
homes are townhouses. 

Mikkelson's new home is located 
in Newlight off of Indian River 
Road. It, along with several others 
on the street, are being built by a 
private developer. Mikkelson's 
house, which has three bedrooms 
and two baths, cost him $74,000. 
The two-story model is slightly 
higher, at $77300.

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ma\ The Coalition's All About 

An impression that exists, and one 
that is fostered by those the Citizens 
Action Coalition opposes, is that the 
coalition is against business,s is 
apinst growth, is against develop- 
ment is against road buikling and is 
against inmost everything that costs 
money. 

Nothing couW be fiirther from the 
truth. • 

Part of this belief is based on the 
fact that the coalition opposed and 
successfully defeated the 1985 
$123,000,000 bond referendum. To 
understand why the coalition op- 
posed the referendum it is necessary 
to give a little background on the 
formation and early history of the 
coalition. 

It was formed back in 1985 by a group of far-sighted, concerned citizens who 
believed, based in part on personal experiences of some of the members, that 
the frenzy of rezonings for high density, poorly planned and designed housing 
projects being approved by City Council for large developers, would ultimately 
result in the reduction of the quality life in the city. They felt that it would create 
the need for the construction of yet unplanned costly roads, highways, schools, 
water and sewer systems and numerous other types of infrastructure to serve the 
multitude of homes being built; that the housing being built would not be able 
10 provide the revenues needed lo provide and maintain the services that the 
housing would require, resulting in the need for large increases in property 
taxes. It was also recognized that the building boom itself was contributing to 
the need for more housing and could well result in over building, creating yet 
another hazard, later on, to the economy of the city when the boom came to an 
end. 

Although anxious to support the coalition, many members, fearing eco- 
nomic reprisal, preferred to remain anonymous; a wish that continues to be 
respected by the coalition leadership. Those few members who had the time and 
were willing to do so, spoke at many council meetings and although a tiny 
number of council members were sympathetic to the coalition's concerns, it 
was clearly evident that the coalition's efforts to stem the tide were not very 
effective. One result of the coalition's study and review efforts, however, 
revealed that the city and thc^school administration, either by intent or 
inefficiency, were seriously undorestimating the needs for roads, schools and 
other infrastructure needs to service the incredible growth in housing. 

After much discussion and some false starts and stops the council at last set 
a date for a relatively large bond referendum to be held in early 1985 to borrow 
funds to build some roads, schools and an extension to the city jail. Recogniz- 
ing this was a golden opportunityto awaken the citizens of Virginia Beach to 
what was really happening to tlieir city, the coalition held a news conference 
and announced it would oppose the referendum. The basis for its opposition 
was primarily that the size of the bond referendum was completely inadequate 
tQjrie^ needs of the city. That the true needs were actually in the neighborhood 
of one billion dollars and that if the uncontrolled growth of die city was allowed 
to continue, even more funds would have to be borrowed. 

To make a long story short, thanks to tireless efforts by many volunteers who 
spent countless hours prq)aring newspaper ads, collecting and correlating data 
for dissemination, who spoke at every civic league meeting or at any other 
meeting where they could get the word across, to good TV news coverage, to 
many contributions both large and small from concerned people in all walks of 
life in the city and to many other conuibutions of ideas, information and time 
from others too numerous enumerate, the coalition prevailed and the referen- 
dum was defeated. 

i Although^th#4ty spent fj|.n(te |njlKt^qu%»nd^ to "inform the pnWip" and 
•- cl^i5teMi*tiw coalition's cslimatM were loo high, a Virginia Beach Tomor- 
^r^sdiKffgr&i^.t short linle later, confirmed that the infrastructiire backlog 
exceeded a billion dollars. The Capital Improvement Program just apjffovcd in 
late 1990 still shows an infrastructure backlog of $1.5,000,000,000 after four 
years of the largest building program in the city's history. 

The 1986 elections createid a more responsible city council that demon- 
strated that it intended to act responsibly in controlling growth and in planning 
to meet the needs of the city. When this council placed a new referendum on 
the ballot, the media was gready surprised when the coalition supported the 
referendum. They forgot that the coal ition had never said that the projects were 
not needed. The coalition has achieved its goal of awakening the public and the 
city to the need for better planned and controlled growth. It was now time to get 
along with the business of catching up with the city's needs.. 

Unfortunately we are beginning to see the city slip back into its old ways. In 
a subsequent article, it will be attempted to clarify the coalition's stand on odier 
matters.

Calendar was changed to the 22nd after adoption of the Gregorian Calendar 
in September 1752. Washington's comments on religious rights are found 
in a letter he wrote to the Touro Synagogue of NewpCHt, R.I. "Hs^pily, 
the Government of the United States, which gives to bigotry no sanction, 
to persecution no assistance, requires only that they who live under its 
IHOtection should demean themselves as good citizens ..." 

Feb. 12, 1809: Birth of Abraham Lincoln, who issued the 
Emancipation Proclamation, Jan. 1, 1863, freeing all slaves in areas of re- 
bellion.

Proposed Comprehensive Plan Raises Too Many Questions

The second public work ses- 
sion on the proposed Compre- 
hensive Plan produced more 
questions than the answers a 
plan is supposed to provide. 

Xrbuncilwoman Reba McClanan 
is afraid that the development 
promoted by the plan is "the 
very kind of development that 
caused Northern Virginia to have 
the problem they have - over- 
building business. We have a 
good example in Northern Vir- 
ginia that destroyed a good 
thing." 

Central to the discussion was a 
provision for a o-ansitional area 
souUi of the Green Line, which 
has been added to the plan since 
the September 1990 draft was 
presented. ** 

The area.'^d Planning Direc- 
tor Robert Scott, would provide 
die city with potential industrial 
and commercial sites which are 
needed to expand the city's tax 
base. The city's goal is to derive 
30 percent of its real estate taxes 
from business and industry, 
where it receives only 20 percent 
now. The remainder comes from 
residential taxes. 

Much of the objection comes 
from the recommendation for 
higher density residential devel- 
opment in the transition area - 
18 units per acre, although resi- 
dential development is intended 
to make up only 10 percent of 
the area. To attain the 70/30 
split, the revision to the plan 
states diat a more intensive land 
use mix is needed. TTie major 
employment and commerce cen- 
ters are needed in the new loca- 
tion to shelter existing stable 
residential neighborhoods. The 
area chosen is the only one 
south of die Green Line, where 
basic levels of roadway adequ^y 
will gradually be provided by die 
roadway Capital Improvement 
Plan widiin die next ten years. 

McClanan said diat she did not 
see the difference in die plan 
"from what we've done in the 
past. And things didn't work out 



I don't understand the logic that 
orings you to the point to spec- 
ulate." She said that the 
Planning Commission said that 
the city did not need any more 
residential zoning. That with 
more track housing, people will 
have dieir first home in Virginia 
Beach and then move to 
Chesapeake and Suffolk. 

She said that some of the as- 
sumptions and anlalysis don't 
sound logical, and that it 
sounded like speculation to her. 
She said that the transitional 
area is a sizeable chunk of land 
and that once approved for 
rezoning diere is no going back. 
She said diat people tell her that 
30 acres is sizeable and would 
take ten years to develop. "Are 
we talking about 100 or SO years 
to develop the transitional 
zone?" 

Scott also said that some de- 
velopment potendal exists in the 
West Neck Creek area. Coun^ 
cilman Louis R. Jones said that 
he would like to hear more about 
Uiat. 

. Other council members wanted 
to know whether properties 
south of the Green Line which 
have been zoned for develqmient 
should also be included in any 
revisions to the Green Line. 

Scott maintained diat die plan 
does not change the Green Line. 
He said that die Green LiiK was 
established in 1979 when 
114,000 residents were located 
north of the line and 3.000 
south of die line. In 198S, when 
die plan underwent a major revi- 
sion, he said, the Planning 
Commission saw no reason to 
change die Green Line. The plan 
of 1979 is sdll valid, he said. 

In establishing the Green Line 
transitional area, the plan ad- 
vises that a project should show 
a positive fiscal impact for the 
city, that conditional zoning 
should be used to control the 
phasing of the projects, that all 
on-site roadways needed for ade- 
quate traffic flow should be the 
responsibility of the developer 
and all off-site roads made inade- 
quate by the project should be 



remedied by the developer, and 
that residential development 
supplementary to commercial, 
industrial and institutional uses 
should not exceed 18 dwelling 
units per acre in density nor 10 
percent of the land use area of 
the project. 

Scott said that die idea is to 
develop economic opportunities 
for Virginia Beach residents so 
that they will not have to travel 
long distances to get to work. 

Referring to McClanan's reser- 
vations about the type of hous- 
ing diat is going up in the city, 
Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that 18-units-to-thc-acre is not 
realistic. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
wanted to know why the transi- 
tional area is proposed now. 
What happened since September 
to make the Planning Commis- 
sion change its mind, she asked. 
To protect existing residential 
areas Scott said, new areas have 
to be opened up to business and 
industry. He agreed, however, 
with some council members that 
setting land aside will not be 
enough. 

Councilman Robert W 
Clybum wanted to know why 
conditional zoning couldn't be 
done on a case-by-case basis. He 
said Uiat if a university were 
placed on the"* site, in the 
transiUonal area, as proposed in 
die rezoning application of Lake 
Ridge Associates, several 
different types of housing would 
be needed. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
objected that conditional zoning, 
approved by the General Assem- 
bly, leaves the option only widi 
the applicant. He said diat the 
state code is not clear on the 
subject and that "shall" should 
have been included in the legis- 
lation to require the builder to 
seek condiuonal zoning. 

Councilman James W. Brazier 
said that council was sending 
mixed signals to die planners. 
He said that council wants addi- 
tional industfy. and dien it wants 
affordable housing although 
housing is the most expensive 



type of growdi. "It seems we 
want you (planners) to do a per- 
fect plan. I don't envy your po- 
sition at all." 

Brazier then asked if Scott 
knew of areas in the northern 
part of die city where a univer- 
sity, a hospital or a golf course, 
all in the Lake Ridge plan, can 
be located. 

Parker referred to a study com- 
missioned by the city which 
suggested where the Green Line 
should be moved, if it were 
moved, but that it was not in die 
area proposed by the plan. 

Parker also suggested that 
PDR's (die purchase of develop- 
ment rights) can be used for 
economic development as well as 
for housing. PDR's, however, 
have not been approved by die 
General Assembly and Scott 
pointed out diat the Planning 
Commission has to put together 
a plan based on what the present 
law is. 

Parker said that there was no 
way to say that developing 
3,000 acres in Uie transitional 
area will not affect die road plan. 

Councilman John A. Baum re- 
ferred to the Green Line as the 
Maginot Line, a military front in 
France that proved to be not 
very effective in World War I. 

On conditional zoning. Mc- 
Clanan said diat die intention is 
not to allow spot zoning, but 
that two applications on the 
day's agenda bordered on spot- 
zoning. Some applications can't 
be made more desirable, no mat- 
ter what is offered, she said. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said 
that die city should base its po- 
sition on what it can support. 
She said that in some develop- 
ments, 12 years pass before die 
services are available. 

Scott said Uiat the proposed 
plan is "not the only way to do 
it" 

Oberndorf also asked whether 
the water that will be available 
from Lake Gaston will be suffi- 
cient to take care of what the 
plan propoKs. 

Councilman Paul Lanteigne 
said diat a mistake was made on 



die onginal zoning south of the 
Green Line and a, mistake was 
made in the city's downzoning of 
property south of the Green 
Line. 
Obemdorf said diat die earlier 



rezonings may have been done 
in a speculative manner. 

At the next work session on 
Feb. 5, transportation and envi- 
ronmental issues are scheduled.

David Bernd has qjent the last 
19 years of his life in alnqntal, 
but he's not sick. 

Ova the years, tlMi Litde Neck 
resident has climbed the ladder to 
success at Sentara Health Sys- 
tems, thanks to his degree in 
health care admini^TEttion. 

Bernd, a Milwaukee, Wis., na- 
tive, attended the College of 
William and Mary, mooring in 
history and economics. Ifis deci- 
sion to further his education and 
attend the Medical College of 
Virginia was based partly on his 
father's pursuasion. 

"My father sent me p artio^ 
talking about the ten greatest car- 
reer opportunities for the 1970s, 
one of which was health care ad- 
ministration," he said. 

After receiving his master's 
degree, Bernd moved to Norfolk 
to accept a job as an administra- 
tive resident at the forma* Nor- 
folk General, which was part of 
his degree requirements. When 
his residency was over. Bond was 
offered a job at the hospital as 
administrative assistant to the 
president of the medical staff. 

That same year, Norfolk Gen- 
eral and the former Leigh Memo- 
rial Hospital merged into one 
company. ■ 

"The corporation merged befwe 
the medical staffs did. It look an 
extra yeiar to do that," he said. 

From 1975 to 1979. Bernd 
served as assistant administrator 
of the hospital, where he was in 
charge of laboratories, the radiol- 
ogy department, physical therapy 
and dietary department 

Bemd's lucky break came in 
1980, when his boss left his 
chief executive officer position 
and named Bernd acting adminis- 
tratcff while the hospital searched

After receiving 100 resumes 
mid int^viewing about 10 pcxui- 
tial employees, the h(»pital fi- 
nally hired Bernd, who hadn't 
even applied for it in the first 
place. 

"In the end they ended up giv- 
ing me the job. At the ripe age of 
30. 1 was named CEO of Norfolk 
General Hospital. I was the 
youngest GEO of ajnspital that 
size in the United States." he 



As CEO, Bernd had the re- 
sponsibility of total operation of 
the hcspiul, relationships with 




the medical staff and the institu- 
tion's board of directors. 

In 1984, Bernd was selected 
fitom a group of 35 nominees for 
the Robert S. Hudgens Award, or 
the Young Hospital Executive ol 
the Year Award. At the time, he 
had been promoted to president oi 
the Medical Center Hospitals 
(both Norfolk and Leigh Memo- 
rial). 

Soon after, the Alliance Health 
System, the corporation that runs 
the hospital, asked Bernd to set 
up a corporation for geriatric ser- 
vices. Bernd was responsible for 
acquiring the first 120-bed. non- 
profit Sentara nursing home in 
Chesapcske. 

In 1987, Bernd was promoted 
to executive vice-president/CEO 
of Alliance Health System, now 
Sentara Health System. He is re- 
sponsible for the three acute care 
hospitals in Tidewater - Sentara

Leigh, Sentara Norfolk and Sen- 
tara Hampton General Hospitals. 

"I was always interested in 
business or law as a vocation, 
but I saw a real opportunity in an 
industry that was growing," said 
Bernd. "I got into the industry at 
the right time and I'm very lucky. 

"I enjoy the interaction with 
different types of people. One day 
I might talk with a neurosurgeon, 
or spend time talking to market- 
ing people. I get involved in all 
different types of decisions. It's 
fascinating," he said. 

Bernd was recently named, by 
the United States Treasury De- 



partment, as chairman of the 
1991 Hamtpon Roads U.S. Sav- 
ings Bond Campaign. 

As chariman, Bern will work 
with area businesses, banking and 
community leaders to encourge 
the purchase of U.S. Savings 
Bonds at savings institutions and 
through payroll savings plans in 
the workplace. 

"We try to help provide train- 
ing to companies and organiza- 
tions to teach employees about 
payroll deduction plans for sav- 
ings bonds," said Bernd.

Jonathan has attended Friends School for the past five years, but has missed many days of school due to 
hospital visits and stays . He can play at recess, but must play carefully, avoiding playground equipment he could 
fall from or injure himself on, since his immune system is deficient. 

Sally said he has lots of friends, and that many of these are adults. , 

"He has been around so many doctors and nurses that Ithink he's just real comfortable with adults," she said. 
"He tends to talk like he's an adult himself sometimes." 

Jonathan has kept up fairly well in school, Sally said, and when he is away from school for much time, he does 
some work at home. 

Jonathan loves to draw, to play with his electronic "gameboy" and to build things, Sally said, adding that she 
thinks "people" are his main interest. 

Jonathan has known all his life that he has the syndrome. 

"We try to be as honest as we possibly can be," Sally said. 

Jonathan knows that his syndrome can be fatal, she said, but has not been told of the riskiness of his upcoming 
bone marrow transplant. 

"He sees the transplant as another way to get a little better," Sally noted. "He understands what will be done." 

Sally said Jonathan has learned to adjust to his disease, in general. 

"He's had to," she said. 

When Jonathan was just two-months-old, it became obvious to his parents that something was wrong. When 
he was teething, there was excessive bleeding, Sally said. From that point on, Jonathan has undergone many 
medical procedures.

Although [»evious applicatims 
were recommemkd for denial by 
the Planning Department and the 
Planning Commission, this time 
the Planning Department recom- 
mended a{^roval which was aip- 
ported by the I^anning Commis- 
sion by a 6-5 vote. The planners 
maintained that the additional 
access would offer a safer option. 



Employees At War Are Paid 



City employees who have been 
"'"-€riled back into the service as a 
result of' the Persian Gulf war 
may not have to take a cut in 
pay. And it wqn't cost the city 
anything. 

Councilman Paul Lanteigne, 
who himself is a city employee 
(a sergeant on the police force), 
pointed out that soifte of the em- 
ployees who had to leave their 
jobs are receiving less in the 
service than they would be re- 
ceiving in city employment. 
Aside from the emotional up- 
/■ heavals. Lanteigne said, the fam- 
ilies are also having financial 
problems. 

Other cities, he said, have 
found a mechanism for ejecting 
the situation - using annual 
leave, comp time and sick leave 
of the employee plus time do- 
nated by other employees to 
make up the difference. 

Lanteigne said that the em- 



ployees remaining behind are 
proud of their fellow employees 
for their sacrifice and would not 
hesitate to donate some of their 
time. 

City Manager Aubrey V. Watts 
Jr. said that perception is that 
the differences will be more than 
taken care of by the donation of 
annual leave time. Much of the 
annual leave is lost anyway, he 
said, but he didn't think the city 
should involve sick leave. 

Council agreed with the pro- 
posal and adopted the plan unan- 
imously. Watts said that he be- 
lieved "you will see overwhelm- 
ing support" for the program. 

He said that approximately 40 
employees have been called back 
into the service. Eight are in the 
Persian Gulf. 

The time donations will be 
placed in a pool and distributed 
to the employees affected on the 
basis of hourly pay rales. 



Jail Money Covers Elderly, Handicapped 



Some of the money formeriy 
earmarked for the regional jail 
study will be used to cover cost- 
jjverruns of the tax exemption 
program for the elderiy and 
handicapped. 

The 1990-91 Operating Budget 
provides $582,600 for the pro- 
gram, but since more persons 
aiq)lied for exemptions than were 
expected, the allocation was 
short $149,970. The shortfall 



will come from the $164,600 
allocated for the regional jail 
study. The money became avail- 
able when council voted not to 
participate in the project. 

This year, 1,144 elderly and 
handicapped are participating in 
the program which will cost the 
city $732,570. The city had 
budgeted $582,600, almost 
$190,000 more than last year.

Then, a mortgage com- 
pany gives it approval and a loan is 
granted through the Virginia Hous- 
ing and Development Authority. 

"An average payment on a 
$70,000 home, at five percent, is 
$375 a month," she said. That same 
house with a ten percent loan, 
would cost $614 a month. 

According to Mikkelson, this 
program was a blessing in disguise. 
Without it, he said he would still 
be living under his parents' roof. 

"I enjoy living on my own. It 
takes some getting used to. It's the 
cold, hard reality of responsibility," 
he said. 

The corporation not only caters 
to single people like Mikkelson, 
but also married couples and female 
and male heads of households. 

Its rental programs, however, 
apply mostly to single parents. 
Most of the referrals for the rental 
programs come from the city's De- 
partment of Social Services, the 
Samaritan House or the YWCA 
Shelter for Women, Horoszewski 
said. 

"Most of our prograhis are fe- 
male head-of-lhe-household situa- 
tions. We have two families shar- 
ing each ," she said.

The corporation is in the process 
of buying 12 three- or four-bedroom 
units, mostly townhouses, scattered 
throughout the city. It is also leas- 
ing 17 homes from Housing and 
Urban Devctopment for $1 per year, 
but die cwporation has to maintain 
the house. 

"We have a long waiting list It's 
over 270 now," said Horoszewski. 

Since more than one family has 
to share the rental units, the corpo- 
ration does its best to match up the 
families. The families are able to 
rent for up to 24 mondis, as well as 
receive the support. 

"It's worked out pretty well," 
Horoszewski said. "They'^e^ just 
glad they have their own pl^x. The 
purpose is that they can get money 
together and become self-suffi- 
cia*." 

Hwoszewski said that most of 
the rcnul families' head-of-the- 
households work for minimum 
wage. Their rental fee is 30 percent 
of their adjui^nl ina)me. The fami- 
lies wIk) live logedier share tlw cost 
of utilities.

The Tlnal member of the panel is the Honorable Moody E. "Sonny" 
Slallings, Jr., a Virginia stitte senator w^ has introduced gun control leg- 
islation in the General Assembly. Just last week, the Senate Courts of 
Justice Ccmmittee endorsed a bill, spwisored by Stallings, aimed at keep- 
ing baded firearms out of the hands of children. 

As this column is being written, the state legislature is considering a 
gun control measure introduced by Delepie Jean Cunningham of Rk;h- 
mond, a city with one of the nation's highest homicide rales. This bill 
would require a three-day waiting period for handgun purchases, but would 
have to be approved by a referendum next November. 

Virginians have long been concerned with the questbn of arming the 
citizenry. Article 13 of Virginia's Declaration of Rights, drafted by George 
Mason, set the pattern. Adopted June 12, 1776 - almost a month befwe the 
Declaration of Independence, it states: "That a well regulated Militia, com- 
posed of the Body of die Pec^ie, trained to Arms, is die proper, natural, 
and safe Defence (sic) of a free State; that standing Armies, in Time of 
Peace, should be avoided, as dangerous to Liberty; and that, in all Cases, 
the Military should be under strict Subordination to, and governed by, tte 
Civil Power." 

When Virginia ratified Uie Second Amendment on Dec. 15, 1791, the 
statement that "A well regulated militia, being necessary to die security of 
a free State, the right of the people to keep and bear arms, shall not be in- 
fringed," became a part of die Uniipd States Constittition. - 

The militia had played an important role in the fight for independence 
and in putting down Shays' Rebellion. Thus, the militia was considered 
essential against die internal and external "enemies of die state." Not one 
of the state legislatures rejected diis amendment 

Lawrence Delbert Cress is professor of history at die University of Tulsa 
and auUior of Citizens in Arms: The Army and the Militia in American 
Society to the War of 1812. In an essay, initially published in die Autumn 
1983 issue of Virginia Cavalcade, he wrote that unlike odier provisions of 
die Bill of Rights diat guarantee such rights as freedom of speech and reli- 
gious choice, "die Second Amendment was not written lo assure private 
citizens die prerogative of carrying we^xxis." 

Erwln N. Griswdd, former dean of die Harvard Law School and solicitor 
general in die Nixon adminisuation, concurs. Following congressional de- 
bate over crime control diis past November, he wrote an article for The 

Washington Post, stating diat die purpose of die Second Amendment ij 
clearly expressed in its text 

This was explkidy recognized by die Supreme Court in its 1939 opin 
ion in United States v. Miller that "die Constitution docs not guarantee a 
right to be armed for private purposes unrelated to die organized state mili- 
tia, whetho- they be hunting, recreation or even self-protection." 

Griswold cites two odier cases Burton v. Sills (1%8) and Lewis v. 
United States (1980) which reaffum diat die Second Amendment protects 
only state milidas, not die private ownership of guns. He concludes, "It is 
time for die NRA and its followers in Congress to stqi trying to twist the 
Second Amendment from a reasoned (if antiquated) empowerment for a 
militia into a bullet-proof personal right for anyone to wield deadly 
weaponry beyond legisladve control."

they have been vacant for so long. 
The corportion is responsible for 
potUng in appliances and providing 
insurance. Since there is no addi- 
tional mortgage payment on the 
corporation's part, it puts larger 
single families in the leased homes.

New Home Buyers Prefer Gas Energy 

New home buyers overwhelmingly jwefer natural gas heating systems over electric systems, ac- 
cording to a survey conducted by an independent research firm for die American Gas Association. 

Over 60 percent of home buyers and 75 percent of die builders in one survey preferred natural gas 
because it is less expensive dian electricity, while tme-half also said dial gas is more comfortable. 

The survey found Uiat builders who concentrate on single-family homes installed gas heat in 60 
percait of die units diey built, while builders who built boUi single-family and multi-family resi- 
dences installed gas in 63 percent of the units. 

Natural gas water heaters are also popular widi honw buyers, according to die survey. Of buyers 
who were unable to choose die water heating system in dieir new home, neariy 50 percent said dicy 
would have chosen gas, compared with 23 percent who preferred electrk. 
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and the boy made a grand apology. 

Because of his father's profes- 
sion, Ghegan was forced to move 
around a lot. He attended high 
school in Hoquiam, Wash., a tpwn 
that supplied the most lumber from 
any port in the United States, Ghe- 
gan said.

As a freshman, Ghegan joined a 
social fraternity, Sigma Nu, and al- 
though his social life improved, his 
grades didn't. Ghegan's father told 
him that if his grades didn't im- 
prove the next year, then he would 
have to pay for his own college ed- 
ucation. After all, the Depression 
was underway and the Ghegaris had 
three other children to put through 
college. 

So, in 1935, Gh6gan got a job 
working as a night janitor at the 
Washington Cooperative Farmer's 
Association. He worked 40 hours 
per week while at the same time 
attending classes. In those days, 
Ghegan said, college tuition for one 
year was $93. He was making $22 
a week, which was a large salary for 
a college boy. 

• "I was lucky to have a job. I was 
wealthy," he said. 

When Ghegan graduated in 1937, 
he found that it was not easy to And 
a job. He was told that a degree in 
business would assist him in find- 
ing a position. 

"You needed to be six-feet-tall, 
handsome and able to present your- 
self well to the public to get a job 
pumping gasoline," he said. "You 
could hardly^get a job." 

Ghegan attended business school 
and landed a job with the Texaco 
Oil Company as secretary to the 
sales manager for the Northwest 
Seattle district. But, it didn't last 
long. 

"I was so nervous in trying to be 
able to transcribe notes, that I got 
fired," he said. "He was very nice, 
but he said I needed to have more 
experience or improve my ability." 

The war was approaching and 
Ghegan was jobless, so when the 
United Slates Navy recruited college 
graduates to serve in the reserves, 
Ghegan signed up. President JLoon-' 
sev«k promised' that MyOfte-iWho 
joined would only have to serve one 
year. 

Ghegan joined the Navy as a 
midshipman. It was in 1940 that he 
got his first taste of Tidewater when 
he was stationed in Norfolk. He 
then went on to midshipman's 
school in Chicago before he was 
assigned to the battleship North 
Carolina. 

His one year in the Navy turned 
into six and Ghegan was discharged 
in 1946. 

Three years earlier, however, 
Ghegan met and married his wife, 
Gertrude. The two met over a 
Scrabble game at the home of the 
Washington Cooperative Fanner's 
Association's manager, for whom 
Ghegan had gone back to wwk. 

After the Ghegans married, they 



decided to leave Washington; 
Gcruude couldn't stand the rainy 
weather. When Ghegan's company 
adced him to transfer to New York, 
Gertrude's home town, he accepted, 
on the conditJOT that he would only 
stay for five, years. He lived there 
until he retired in 1986. 

In 1953, after selling car lots of 
turkeys from the West Coast to the 
Eastern market, Ghegan left the 
firm and went to woric for producer 
cooperatives. 

"I went on the theory that these 
big producers needed furthw market 
representation in the New York 
area," he said. "New York was 
where values were assessed for the 
entire country." 

Ghegan e'nded up conducting 
wholesale business, supplying 
companies with eggs and poultry 
products. 

"We even had an export division 
for broilers that we shipped to Eu- 
rq)e," he said. 

When Ghegan retired in 1986, he 
was ready to leave the hustle and 
bustle of New York. 

"I had a daughter here and we 
wanted to gel out of the New York 
metropolitan area," he said. "We 
liked this area as opposed to 
Florida." 

When the Ghegans arrived five 
years ago, an American Association 
of Retired Persons chapter was in 
the process of being organized in 
Kempsville. 

"We decided we might as well get 
involved," Ghegan said. 

Ghegan's wife volunteered him to 
serve on the chapter's board of 
directors, which he is still on, and 
he has served as the chapter's presi- 
dent for two years. Ghegan is also 
president of the Chcsopeian Colony 
Civic League. 

When he's not involved in his 
community service organizations, 
Ghegan enjoys tooling around in 
his 19-foot boat on the Lynnhaven 
River behind his house. He also 
fishes, hunts, golfs and works in 
the yard. 

"I do all my own yard work. Our 
place is just under an acre in size," 
said Ghegan, 76. 

The Ghegans also own a country 
home in the Poconos in Pennsyl- 
vania. They often make the nine- 
hour trip in their trailer.

Christmas cruise to Florida," Ghe- 
gan said. 

Ghegan said that by joining these 
community organizations he has 
met a lot of interesting people and 
has participated in many worth- 
while projects. The AARP is in- 
volved with Meals on Wheels, the 
Red Cross, the Salvation Army and 
Samaritan House. 

"I've enjoyed working with the 
people in the civic league and the 
AARP. It's broadened my interests 
and kept my wife out of mischief," 
he said. "There's a lot of opportu- 
nity here in the area of recreation of 
all kinds. There are quite a few re- 
tired people here. We try to help 
where we can and have a little fun 
at the same time."

According to 
court records, on his tax return 
fot 1985, Gaskins reported gross 
receipts from his masonry busi- 
ness of $902,699 when he knew 
he had gross receipts totaling 
approximately $975,920. 

Gaskins maintained personal 
records which at ail times re- 
flected the true and accurate 
amount of gross receipts he re- 
ceived in 1985. However, Gask- 
ins provided his accountant with 
only a partial list of his gross 
receipts for that year.

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Wenzel Serves With Navy Mine WBifare Force 



There's a cynical saying 
among the Navy's mine wtffare 
force that "any ship can be a 
minesweeper - ok*." 

Leonard H. Wenzel, sm of 
Hugh and Gloria Wenzel, is a 
member of the Navy's U.S. Mine 
Countermeasures (MCM) Group 
here. It's his job, working with 
MCM units from other counties, 
to ensure that noiK of the multi- 
national force ships involved in 
uperauon Ueseit Storm will have 
to face that possibility. ^ 

"Primarily, we are here to en- 
sure that sea lanes are kept free 
of any mines," said Wenzel. "My 
role in that mission is help en- 
sure the ship's power is always 
100 percent" 

Wenzel, a 1987 graduate of 
First Colonial High School, js 
an electrician's mate aboud the 
minesweeper USS Leader. 

Lead«', a 173-foot aggressive 
class oceangoing minesweeper, 
is built of wood and has very 
little ferrous (iron-based) metal 
onboard. This method of con- 
struction results in a very small 
magnetic "signature," a feature 
which makes sweeping for mag- 
netic influence mines a bit safer. 

With a crew of mcve than 80. 
Leader is capable of sweeping 
surface-moored mines with a me- 
chanical sweep and can neutralize 
bottom-moored mines with one 
of several varieties of acoustic, 
magnetic or combination influ- 
ence sweeps. Working in con- 
Junction with Navy MH-53E "Sea 
Dragon" helicopters which pro- 
vide speed and mobility to the 
effort. Leader utilizes an SQQ-14 
mine hunting sonar to locitte and 
classify mines. 

Wenzel says that mines can be 
dropped surreptitiously from al- 
most any platform, including 
helicopters, and small harbor 
craft. Iraq is known to have 



bottom-moored influence mines 
and W(M^ War I type, mooted 
contact mines which float in the 
water. 

According to Lt. Cmdr. Steven 
E. Lehr, the Leader's skipper 
mines could be a very real threai 
in the Middle East if they art 
used, 

"Iraq has been known to have 
used mines botfi offensively and 
defensively," Le|hr said. "Should 
they do that again, shipping 
' lanes ccwjd be tied up and am- 
phibious operations could be 
jeopardized. Our importance is 
ensuring that shipping lanes are 
open so that supplies, ships uid 



aifcrafit can travel fre^y p sup- 
port the troq» in tlw demand 
on the waio'."
